I then further conſidered with my ſelf, how 'ong this very Original 
Journal had ſlept in Obſcurity, and that there was nothing of that Nature

that Horrid Murther made Publique, I blamed thoſe who had ſo long 
concealed it, 'and conſidering how great a Wonder it was, that it had 
not been loſt, and quam mults cadunt inter Poculum ſupremaq; labrs ; 
how poſſible it was ſil to be loſt, I __ I ought not to be guilty of 
what I thought was blamable in others, but that it ought to be made

: ſtrations of the Recorded Villany of thoſe Perſons and Principles, and 
for want thereof, come to call in queſtion the Truth of the Charge 
ag2inſt thele Faftious Rebels and Regicides of the Diflenting Separation, 
I ſaw with what unwearied Induſtry, the preſent Diſſenters, Presby- 
terians, Independents, Baptiſts, and other SeCts, indeavoured to palliate, 
extenuate, nay and even wholly deny the Guilt of that Royal Blood; 
I law all this, and from their former Actions, and later Attempts, from

wwards the Pr His Majeſties Royal Perſon, Dignity, and 
Government, the-Safety of the moſt Glorious and Apoſtolical Church 
in the World, and the Eſtabliſhment of the Peaceand Happineſs of the 
Enxgliſb Nation, of the Danger which threatned alltheſe,I could not bur 
entertain moſt terrible ons, if theſe their avowed and impla- 
cable Enegues were: quietly permitted to go on proſelyting the People 
to their, Party,. for want of. a Faithful Diſcovery and Free Expoſure of 
their, Horrible Wickednes, Hypocriſies, Treaſons, Rebellions, and 
Execrable Practices and Dottrines, which are DeſtruQtive and Ruinous 
of all. .Government, Religion, and even Humane Society. And this 
being to be proved by theirown Writings, and under their own Hands, 
I thought I was not to negle& the Opportunity of doing this Service 
to the Publique, eſpecially conſidering that we have their own Words 
roconfirm us in the juſt Apprehenſions we have of them, which aſſure 
us that our Fears and our Danger from them are very juſt and too well 
grounded, both upon their Confeſſion and our own Experience.

HERE haye been few Ages or Regiotts of the 
World, which have nor aced Monſters 


of Ingratitude and C , Treachery and 
Hypocriſic, theblackeſtand baſeſt of all Crimes; 
Popularity and Ambicion have blown from cyery poine 


of the Compaſs, and have —_ ſuch Tempeſts through: 
aut- 
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out the Worlds vaſt Circumference, that few places can 
be found, which have not ſuffered under their violent 
Effects, the Deluges and Inundations of Treafons, Con- 
ſpiracies, and Rebellions: The miſerable Wrecks of King- 

oms and Empires, - ſhatter'd and broken by their Fury, 
are ſtill viſible in the Maps of Hiſtory and Chronology ; 
and if we enquire more curiouſly into the Fate and Fall 
of the moſt Glorious Monarchies and Flouriſhing Govern- 
ments that have been in the Univerſe, we ſhall find, That 
ereacherous Ambition hath ever undermined 'the Founda- 
tions, and that ſucceſsful Uſurpation afſiſted by Popular 
Frenzie, hath thrown down their lofty Bartlements, and 
laid them level with the Duſt. Moſt wretched certainly 
have thoſe Places and People been, wherever theſe ewo 
Enemies of Mankind have -enter'd; for theſe extraordi- 
nary Changes and Revolutions, however begun with che 
moſt plauſible Pretences of 7he Publick Good, the Re- 
dreſſing of Grievances, Aſſerting of Popular Liberty, Repreſ- 
fing of Tyranny, or Reforming of Government, have always 

n managed with vaſt Expences of humane Blood, 
have been accompanied with all manner of Oucrages, Vio- 
lence, Cruelty, Injuſtice, Rapine, Deſtructions, and horri- 
ble Miſchiefs ; and have been conſummated and finiſhed in 
the Slavery , even of thoſe, who had ſq prodigally ex- 
pended their Blood and Treaſure to promote thoſe 7- 
ſurpations.

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Uiſmal, bloody, wicked, or outrageous ; and never did Prof- 
perous. Treaſon animate the Traitors to thoſe unheard of 
flights of infolent Wickednefs, fo as not only to fub- 
vert the Government, and dechrone their Soveraign, but 
ro Arraign and Judge, Condemn and Execute their King, 
with all the ſolemn and impudent Formalicies of pre- 
tended Juſtice, even in the Face of the Sun, and view of 
the whole World, asif they would at the fame inſtant de- 
fie both the Vengeance of Heaven and Earth.

edneſs, yer the triumphing of the Wicked was but ſhott, 
and rhat God to whom Vengeance belongs, was pleaſed, 
even, in this world, to aſſet the Juſtice of his Providence, 
which they had fo often blaſphemed by Ing it a Par- 
ry to their Crimes, by bringing theſe Excctable Murde- 
ters, and Regicides to the Puruſhmene and Infamy due 
to ſuch monſtrous MalefaCtors ; but then on che other ſide, 
to ſee the Diſſipated Remainders of theſe Rebellious Fa- 
Ctions, as ſoon as the Lightning and Thunder of Divine 
Vengeance, which had ſlain their Fellows, and truck them 
down with fear and aſtoniſhment ; I ſay, to ſee theſe very 
perſons, ſo ſoon as ever the ſtorm is over, and the 
of ſecurity had diſſipated their Fears, ſo far from a real 
penitence for their Own, or the Horrid Crimes of their 
Aſfciates, that rhey reafſemble their ſcactered Hopes, and

no leſs a wonder for his Pardoning, than his Royal Father 
was for Suffering Injuries, by tracing the very fame Me- 
thods, and making ufc ofthe fame Arts and Engines, which 
overthrew his Royal Father, exclaiming againſt Ropery 
and Slayery, and by accuſing the Goycrnment of Detigris 
C 2 tO 
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ro introduce them, to fill the heads of the People with fu- 
rious Fears, and raging Jealouſics, and at the ſame time 
both to alienate the Aﬀections of his People from their 
King, and by Diſabedicnce to his Eccleſiaſtical Laws, ro 
teach them a Contempt even of his Secular Power, and to 
put them even into the neareſt approaches to Sedition, and 
to ſeem to want nothing but a favourable occaſion to pre- 
cipitate them into a new Rebellion; all this conſidered, one 
cannot but be tempted to chink that this ingrateful impe- 
nitence, and obſtinacy , menaces theſe obdurate Sinners 
with ſome Uncommon and Remarkable Vengeance, 
Amongſt all their other Arts, ſo dangerous and deſtru- 
ctive to the preſent Conſtitution of our Government, [I 
cannot think it either the ſmalleſt or leaſt dangerous, which 
the Diſenters, from the Monarchick Goverament as well 
as the Church of England, have made uſe of; for though 
nothing of Fact can be more notoriouſly true, than that

Here's a Precept, cries out this Son of the Horſeleech, with 
a witneſs indced, a Precept under no Icfs than a Curſe, 
yea an ingeminated Curſe, to ſhew the certainty and ſeye- 
rity of Gods diſpleaſure in the negle&t of it; yea we fee, 
it 1s called a dealing deceitfully with God and Men, to 
do it lightly, much more nor ro do it atall; the Lord give 
thoſe, whom it moſt nearly concerns, care and conſcience 
timely and truly to ſet upon it. ( Page 3;) 

But leſt the Authority of perverted Soipture-Pre- 
cepts ſhould not be ſufficient ro ſtimulate and inſtigate 
the Heads of the Faction to ſo much Cruelty, and ſomany 
indiſcriminating premeditated Mzrders, he procecds to 
furniſh Preſidexrs to fortific his bloody Doctrine; and. 
firſt, ſaith he affirmatively, Phineas Executed Judgment 
on Zimri and Cozbi, Upon which Text, adds he, as Revyc- 
rend and Mellifluous Mr. Marſhal in his Sermon obſerves, 
That one man, by his Holy Zeal, may be a means to fayc 
a whole Kingdom ; how much more then a whole Par- 
liament, puniſhing Offenders in a Legal way by the Rule 
of Juſtice. Then 6 produces Fehu, Executing Vengeance 
upon Joram and Ahaziah, ewo Kings, and ſlaying the 
ſeventy Sons of Ahab, and the two and forty Brethren 
of Ahaziah King of Judah. 2 Kings Chap. 9 and 10. 

From Poſitive he proceeds to Negative Prelidents, as 
he calls them, ro ſhew. that God was difpleaſed for neg- | 
lecting Executing Vengeance upon Capital Offzaders; 
inſtancing in the Quarrel berween the Benjamites and 
Ihaelites, Judges Chap 20th. the whole Chapter being, as 
he ſaith, the very Caſe of England; comparing the King 
and his Party co the wicked Benjamites, who had com- 
mitted and juſtified that inhumane Rape upon the Le- 
vites Concubine, and the Parliament and Faction to the 
true Jraclites. Then he tells you the ſtory of Ahab's per- 
mutting Benhadad to cſcape, 1 Kings Chap 20. yer. 42. 
And he ſaid unto him, thus ſaith the Lord, becauſe thou ha 
let go out of thy hands a man whom I appointed to utter de- 
ſtruction, therefore thy Life ſball go for his Life, and thy 
People for his People. Then he inſtances in Saul's fortciting 
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his Kingdom for ſparing Agag, —_—_ che Amalekztes, 
1 Sam. Chap. 15. Ver. 23. Becauſe thou haſt rejefted the 
word of the Lord, he hath ' rejefled thee from being King. (A 
ſtrong puſh for Depoling and Murdcring the King, as 
being rejected of God, as Saw! was.) Fr: 30; 

Bur in regard this was addreſſed ro: People, whovhad 
Prerended moſt wonderful rendernefs. 'of Conſcience; leſt 
chere ſhould be any remains of. that, he” comes now ro 
hardning of them by anſwering an Objection. 

0bj. What is all this to us of the Mzniftry ? | 

Anſw. It concerns you all very much, and you alſoin 
the firſt place, even You, Reverend ' Gentlemen : Such! as 
are Arch-Enenues to God and his moſt Righteous .C auſe, 
who have ſuck'd the Blood of Gods precious Ones, arc 
now held in Prifon among us ; they are only imprifon- 
ed, but ſome only pinche in their Purſes and fer at Liberty, 
at leaſt from danger of Death: And this I fay, nay God 
ſays, Juſtice is grievouſly neglected, and che juſt Wrath 
of God highly incenſed and exaſperated againſt us for 
the fame. Now you, Reverend Gentlemen, are Sentinels 
and Watchmen, Ezek. Chap. 3. Ver. 7. and Chap. 33. Ver. 
7, 8. And you are to give rimely and ſcrious warning to 
the Superior Magiſtrates, Eſa. Chap. 58. Ver. 1. Gryaloud, 
ſpare not, lift up your woices like Trumpets, to Adviſe, Preach, 
Pecition to purpoſe, our moſt Noble and Honorable Par- 
liamentary Worthies, to putin ſcrious, zealous, and ſpeedy 
Execution, this God-pleaſing, Wrath-appealing Work 
of Severity, and exactly puniſhing all Grand cnders, 
and Arch-Advcrfarics of God and the Kingdom, whoſoe- 
yer they be. | 

Then he reminds them, that Juſtice was done on the 
Earl of Strafford by the City of London's means, who, a-

Much by the Parliament; but whareyer 
hath been, all is too little ; and therefore ſome Extraordi- 
nary. and Eminent' Work, tending tothe High Honour of 
the Lord, our moſt glorious wonder-working God , no- 
thing like deſtroying. thoſe Achans* and Agags, whether 
Greac by Place, or Noble by Birch. 

But then again, his almoſt ſmorhered Conſcience gers a 
little | breath 'to croſs his ſanguinary Divinity with an 
Objeftion, whileft he ſtops her Cries with an imperti- 
nent and ſhuffling Anſwer. 

O0bj. But what, faith he ? Nothing but Blood and Gruel- 
ty? Make the Parliament a Parliament of Blood ? May not

Wherefore ture 
your Plow-ſhares into Swords, and your Priming-hooks into 
Spears, to fight the Lords Battels, to avenge the Blood of 
Saints, which hath been ſpilt, it muſt be avenced either 
by us, or pon us. (Loves —_— at Uzbridge Treaty, 644) | 
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And fo it happened ; Providence it ſeems _ him 
at his Word; and ſome part of that Innocent Blood, 
which was ſhed by his increment, being by thoſe of his 
own Party, according to his Oraczlous, tho' otherwiſcin- - 
tended, Prediction, avenged upon himſelf ; which becauſe 
it fell out by a very uncommon accident, and known to 

few, Providence ſeeming to interpoſe berween him 
—_ Pardon, which was intended for hum, and to ſhew us, 
that vir ſanguinum non dimidiabit dies ſuos, Blood-thirſty 
Men ſhall not live out half their Days, I think it will nor 
here be impertinent to my Deſign, or unprofitable cither 
to the preſent or future Times, to make publick the Re- 
lation of it, which I had from the Mouth of a very Loy- 
al, Worthy, and Credible Perſon ; which was thus.

Outſide ſeeming Samtſhip, a Peſtilence to all Govern- 
ment, except a Traitcrous and clouted Anarchy. (Sir 
Edward Deerings Speeches, Page $2. Sed, 2.) 

Indep. I perceive, Sir, your Worſhip is a member of the 
moſt Honourable Houſe of Commons, and, I hope, you will en- 
tertain a better Opinion of your weak, Brethren, whoſe Ten- 
der _— cannot come up to all your Heights. 
 Presbyt. Newer, Never, 1 aſſure you. be ! Why 
it is a Genus Generaliſſimum of all Errors, Herelics, Blaſphe- 
mics, and Schiſmes; compounded of, firſt, a Few, arro- 
gating to be, wich them, rhe peculiar People of God: Se- 
condly, Chriſtian, in acknowledging the Scriptzres, ſome 
of them art leaſt, tho' Phariſees themſelyes, and Publica- 
ning all the World, whereas True Religion is like Facobs 
Ladder, Stat pede in terris, caput inter nubila condit. Third- 
ly, Tark, ſubmitting all to the Fate and Power of the

Independ. Good your Worſhip, what ever you think of us, 
be pleaſed arcording to the truft repoſed in you, as one of our 
Repreſentatives, 70 deliver our Petition to the Houſe, where 
I hope we have many Friends ; you know there hath paſſed a 
Vote 
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Vote of the Commons of England for ir, ard I hope you 
have too much Henowr for that Body to deny that Requeſt. 

Presbyt. 1 know indeed very well, that your Schifma- 
tical Party hath been fo Clamorous wih Petitions, that 
a Vote was paſked in your Favour, That it is the un- 
doubced Righe of Subje&ts to Petition, and afterwards 
to acquieſce wn the Wiſdom and Juſtice of the rwo 
Houſes. ( Hiſt. of Indep.) 

Indep. Upon the Foundation of that undenbted Right it is, 
that we Addreſs our ſelves to that Honourable Aſſembly. And 
you will fee by the contents of our Petition, that it is time 
fer us to flir, and rhat we have reaſon 10 complain. For as 
co the Motions of the Presbyterians for Reformation in 
Church Government, in the whole, Fir/t, there is much 
Selt-ſecking ; for to what end is it motioned, to have Pa- 
riſh-Miniſters raifed up to an equal Heighe ( as it were) 
of Power, and Auchority with the Biſhops, but that They 
and the Biſhops together, keeping from the people their 
Rights and Liberties in the Go pel may equally Lord 
it, and do what they pleaſe without control? Bur our 
hope is, that the Parliament, being Men in whom the 
Lord hath put Wiſdom and Underitanding, will for their 
Brechren and Companions fake, yea, and for their own 
Souls ſakes too, prudently foreſee the Evil, and prevent 
the Motion, and not put Authority into their hands, who 
will be, if they have 1, as grear Perſecutors of the Saints, 
as the Prelates formerly have bcen, and ſo inſtead of one 
Lordly Dominecring Biſhop in a Dioceſs, we ſhall then 
have one in evcry- Panſh, and in ſome more, to op 
and ſuppreſs all ſuch as walk up to their Light more 
Cloſely and Conſcionably in all Gods ways; and what 
we ſpeak, we ſpeak no more than what we have had wo- 
ful Experience of, and can make good by Proof. But in 
the next place, we cannot but take notice, of their mix- 
ing of Heaven and Earth together, motioning for a 
Diſcipline which is a very Horch-Potch, a Gallimaufrey 
compounded of Epiſcopacy, Presbytery, and Popery, thimk- 
ing 1n likelyhood to pleaſe all ſides, by framing, like the 
Samaritans, a Workip of Sundry Religions: But the 
Lord fces their Walting, and will one day reward them 
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for it in their own boſoms, as they have deſerved ; and 
for theſe Reaſons, we deſire the removing of this deviſed 
Licurgy and Hierarchy, and that Chriſts true Miniſtry, 
Workup, and Government may be cftabliſhed by Act of 
Parliament (Petition of the Independents, ſupra citat.) 

Presbyt. But when you have Petitioned, you do not 
Acquieſce in the Wiſdom and Juſtice of the rwo Houſes, 
who would have you quietly to attend the intended 
Reformation, which they hope to. perfect ere long by 
thoſe Arms, which they have raiſed to reſcue the King 
from the Hands of his Evil Councellors, and bring him 
back to his Great Council the Parliament. 

Indep. Alas ! Alas ! What do you tell us of Acquieſcing ? 
What Favour can tender Conſciences expeft from Rigid Pres- 
byterians, who are reſolved to ſet up their Diſcipline above all 
Power, and to enſlave both King and People. 

Presbyt. What can they expett but a Kingdom of Righte- 
ouſneſs, and that the King ſhould be made "the. moſt Glori-

This Epidemical Peſt of Scotland was 

x bapuzed by their Charity. into a National Form in the 
Minority of King Fames, when the great Lords and Cler- 

gy, ruling all, divided Stakes, ſo that when he came at 

ape, and thought to graſp a Scepter, he found a Manacle, 

for it had conſumed the Monarchie to a Skeleton ; the 
unlimited Power of the Convention of Eſtates, and 

General Aſſembly cſpecially, like the Rod of Aaror, 
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was ſuch a budding Evil, that it devourcd the Rod of 
Moſes. For, where they prevail, they will allow the King 
nothing bur a Name without Subſtance ; the Biſhops ne1- 
ther Name nor Subſtance ; And as for the People, they muſt 
expe no more favour from them than the Prince: For 
leave the Lords, and Gentry, nothing bur Slavery; and the 
Commons, Tyranny under the meaneſt of their fellow- 
Subje&ts. And to ſay truth, Solomon's great Vanity is a 
Prime Myſtery of Presbyterian Government, Servants on 
horſeback, and Princes on foot, for they afert, That Ma-

with what furious violence did they preſs their Coyenant, 
ſequeſtring all chat refuſed to take it ? So that they tread 
down all by a Moarnival or Two of Tyrants, no 
cſs Monſtrous perhaps for Pride than Ignorance in 
every Parochial Inquiſition. And ſbould their Government 
be eſtabliſbed in England, for 24 Dioceſſcs, we ſhould 
have 1000Presbyrenes, beſidesthe Torture of Claſſes, Pro- 
vincial __ Synods, Aſſemblics. And how many of the 
Clergy muſt be called off from their Charges, to take 
upon their ſhoulders the Weight of Government, which 
was thcir only Argument againft the Biſhops ? And cer- 
trainly, Tyranny 1s more ſupportable in a few than many 
we and there is nothing to be expected but a fiery 
Tryal, where the Furnace of Diſcipline is fo exceſſively 
heated, as it 1s by the Presbyterians ; therc being in one 
Ordinance of theirs about the Lord Supper, no lcfs than 
Eighty ſins named, excluding the Perſons accuſed of any 
one of them from it, all which are lefc ro the Malice 
of their Elders to accuſe, as they did Szſama. So thata Ci- 
cizen ſhall not dare co diſpoſe of hs Eſtate; = good 
Apparrcl; ger ten, rwenty, or thirty per Cent. by La 
ways of rrade, when the leave of the Elders. 
And then. for the Men of the Long Robe, what wall be- 
come of them? For all matters of Controverlic will come 
before the Con/iftory. And after all this, Lay-Elderſhip 1s 
a mecr decoy, the Preaching Presbyters will do all, and 
che other mult ſtand or fall according to his Report ac

Separatifts may have cither of me or of their Predeceſ-

For ext Faction, under Cronwel's Favour, 
who had now openly declared himſelf of thar Parcy, 
having now got into their Poſſeſſion the uncontrolable 
Power of the Sword ; they firſt Endeavour to get the 

Ng, -now a Prifoner to the Parliament, into the hands 
of the Army, which was now wholly Idepexdent, the 
Prebyterians bcing thruſt out of all Military Employs, 
this wasin a little cime, by Cramwe/'s Power, ceded by 
one Foxee, a Creature of his, who when he had given him an 
Account of the Succeſs of that Commiſſion, That's well, 
ſaid Cromwel, for now I have the King in my Power, I have 
the Parliament in my Pocket. 

The next fiep was, to make fure of the City of London, 
which, by the miſchief it had done the King, was of too 
great to be ( and of great Neceſſity 
and Advantage to be gained : They were very ſenſible, 
ſhould London heartily and unanimouſly oppoſe them, 
that heayy Weight would be able to turn the Scale, 
and very much Trayerſe, if not Hazard the intire Ruine 
gf their : This Cromwel knew fo well, that he was 
wont to ſay to his Confidents, That London muſt be brought 
to more abſolute Obedience, or laid in the Duft. A Declara- 
tion well worth the Conſideration of chat Noblc Ciry, 
and a Caution tothem for cycr to be aware of theſe Treache- 
rous Fafions, who, if their Intereſt required it, and their 
Power were able to effect it, would make no Difficulcy 
to Execute the Menace of that Infamous Vſurper. 

But to procced,in order tothe gaining of thi Point, they 
firſt Court the City to a Neutralicy, but che City declining 
that, and there being ſome Overtures of an Accommoda- 
tion with the King, which Cromwe/ and his Parry moſt 
dreaded, he Threatens to March up with the Army to 
London, whereupon, the Citizens Hearts nuſgiving therr, 
and the is having gaincd upon diverſe Conſi- 
derable Me: of it, was Reſolved, to try to divert 
thar Storm, whereupon they ſend Fowke, Gibbs, and Eſtwicks 
to Treat with the Army, who like perfidious and timerous 
Slaves, betrayed their Truſt, and thoſe that Employed 


cheny 
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chem in that Aﬀair. For the Reſult of cheir Negotiation 
was, Thar the City ſhould relinquiſh che Power of the M2- 
litia, and leave the Eſtabliſhmenc of ic ro the Council of 
the Army ; Thar they ſhould deliver up all cheir Fort, 
the Line of Communication, the Tower with all che 
Arms and Ammunition, to the Army ; Thac they ſhould 
disband their Forces, demoliſh all their Out-works and 
Fortifications, and ſuffer che whole Army to March 
through the City; all which to che Eternal Diſhonor of 
thoſe Puſillanimous Comerds, only Valiant in Rebellion, 
chey preſently after moſt Triumphancly puc in Exc- 
cution. 

This great Rub being ſo fortunately ſurmounted, chey 
now began co open the Diſmal Scene, and that, they might 
extinguiſh the leaſt remaining Sparks of Loyalty, hey 
fall to Mecnacing ſuch, as durſt, in che leaſt, Oppoſe thern.

Upon the 24. of December the four Bills, whereby che 
King was to be Deveſted of every thing, but che Empcy 
Name, were ſent to the King, as the Conditions of re- 
ſtoring him to his Libercy and Crown, And hoes the 
third of Janwary, the Kings anſwer was Read and ; 
upon which Sir Thomas Wroth broke out into this Extra- 
m_ Speech, (fitter for Bed/am Himſelf, or rather 
Tyburn, than Sr. Stephen's Chapoel,) Thet Bedlam was 
appointed for Mad-men, and Tophet for Kings : That our 


Kings of late had cartied themſelves, as if they were fit - 1 


»lace, but Bedlam; and therefore Moved, firſt ro 
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the King, and keep him cloſe Priſoner in ſome Inland 
Caſtle, with ſtrong Guards. Secondly, to draw up Art- 
cles of Impeachment againſt him. Thirdly, to lay him 
aſide, and ſettle the Kingdom without him ; and for his 
own particular, he ſaid, he valued not what Form of 
I they ſer up, ſo it were not by Kings and 
Devils. 
. This was Seconded by Feton, who ſpoke the Senſe of 
the Army, and faid, That the King had denyed Safety and 
Proteftion to his People, by denying the four Bills : That 
Subjeftion to him was but in lieu of ProteAion from him to 
the People ; that This being denied by the fling they may 
well deny any more Subjeftion to him, and ſettle the King- 
dom without him ; That it was expetied, after ſo long Pati- 
ence, they ſhould now ſhew their Reſolution, and not deſert 
thoſe Valiant Men of the Army, who had ingaged for - them 
beyond the poſſubility of retreat. 
And to pur the thruſt home to the very Heart of the 
King, towards the latter end - of his Speech, laying his 
Hand upon the Hilt of his Sword, that Sorcerer Cromwe! 
ſtood up, and ſpake to this Effte&t : *© That it was now 
* expected, that the Parliament ſhould Govern and Defend 
* the Kingdom by their own Power and Reſolution, and 
*to teach the People no longer to expect Safety and Go- 
*yernment from an Obſtinate Man, whoſe Heart God 
* had hardened; Thar, they who had defended the Par- 
* liament from ſo many bazards, difficulties, and dan- 
Sex vt the expence of their Blood, would defend them 
* herein, with Fidelity and Courage, againſt all Oppoſici- 
* on whatſoever ,' therefore, that they ought not to teach 
© them, by neglecting their own and che Kingdoms Safety, 
*1n which their own 1s included, to think rhemfelves be- 
; traver, and lefrto the Rage and Malice of an irreconci- 
Encmy, whom they had ſubdued for the Parlia- 
* ment's ſake, and therefore in probability likely to find 
* lus future Government of them inſupportable, and more 
* inclined to Revenge than Juſtice, leſt otherwiſe Deſpair 
« ſhould teach thoſe Valiane Men, to ſeck their Safery ir 
«ſome other means, than adhering to che Parliament,

Whercupon the Queſtion was immediately put, Whe-.

So it paſſed 
inthe Aﬀfiemarive. 

But matters did not run ſo ſmoothly, - as;they. had ho-

Ordered, That the Form and Method of the Courts Pro- 
ceeding unto, and in the reading of the Commiſſon by which 
they Sit, ſending for, and bringing in the Priſoner to the Bar, 
acquainting him in brief with the cauſe of his bringing thither, 
receiving and reading the Charge, and demanding what the 
Priſoner ſays thereto, be referred to the diſcretion of the Lord 
Preſident; as alſo , That in caſe the Priſoner in Lan- 
guage or Carriage towards the Court , be inſolent, outragiaus, 
or contemptuous, that it be left to the Lord Preſident to re- 
prehend him therefore, and admoniſh him of his Duty, or to 
command the taking away of the Priſoner, and if he ſee cauſe, 
to withdraw or adjourn the Court. But as to the Priſoners 
putting off his Hat, the Court will not infift upon it for this 
day ; and that if the King deſire time to Anſwer, the Lord 
Preſident is to give him time. . 

Ordered, Upon the Lord Preſident's Deſire and Mo- 
tion, That Mr. Liſle and Mr. Say , Commiſſtoners of this 
Court, be Aſſiſtants to the Lord Preſident 3 and for that 
purpoſe, it is Ordered, that they fit near the Lord Preſi- 
dent in Court. 

Mr. Sollicitor preſented the Charge againſt the King in- 

rofſed in Parchment, which was read, and being by Mr. Sol- 
[ickor Signed, was returned to him to be exhibited againt 
the King, in his preſence in open Court. And thereupon the 
Court Adjourned it ſelf forthwith to the Great Hall in Weſt-

N Saturday , being the 2oth. Day of January, 

1648. the Lord Preſident of the High Court of 7u- 
ſtice, his two Aſſiſtants, and the reſt of the Commil- 
ſioners of the ſaid Court, according to the Adjourn- 
ment of the ſaid Court from the Painted Chamber, 
came to theBRench,or Place prepared for their Sitting, 
at the Weſt End of the Great Hall at Weſtminſter ; di- 
vers Officers of the ſaid Court , one and twenty 
Gentlemen with Partizans, and a Sword and Mace 
marching before them up into the Court, where the 
Lord Prefident, in a crimſon Velvet Chair fixed in the 
midſt of the Court , placed himſelf, having a Desk 
with a crimſon Velvet Cuſhion before him : the reſt 
of the Members placing themſelves on each ſide of 
him, upon ſeveral Seats or Benches prepared, and 
hung with Scarlet for that purpoſe.

Three Proclamations are made for all perſons that 
vere Adjourned over thither, to draw near. 

The Court being thus ſate , and Silence enjoyned, 
the Great Gate of the Hall was ſet open, to the in- 
tent that all perſons (without exception) deſirous to 
ſee or hear , might come unto it: upon which the 
Hall was preſently filled, and Silence again ordered 
and proclaimed.

This done , the Court command the Serjeant at 
Arms to ſend for the Priſoner ; and thereupon, Col. 
Thomlinſon, who had the Charge of the Priſoner, with- 
in a quarter of an hours ſpace bronght him, attended 
by Col. Hacker, and two and thirty Officers with Par- 


tizans, 
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tizans, guarding him to the Court, his own Servants 
unmediately attending hum. | 

Being thus brought up in the Face of the Court,the 
Serjeant at Arms with his Mace receives him, and 
conducts him ſtraight to the Bar , having a crimſon 
Velvet Chair ſet before him. After a ſtern looking 
upon the Court and the People in the Galleries on 
each ſide of him, he places himſelf in the Chair, not 
at all moving his Hat, or otherwiſe ſhewing the leaſt 
reſpect to the Court ; but prefently riſeth up again, 
and turns about, looking downwards upon the Guards 
placed on the left fide, and on the multitude of Spe- 
Rators on the right fide 'of the ſaid great Hall, the 
Guard that attended him, in the mean time dividing 
themſelves on each ſide the Court, and his own Ser- 
vants following him to the Bar, ſtand on the left hand 
of the Priſoner. 

The Priſoner having again placed himſelf in his 
Chair, with his Face towards the Court, and Silence 
being again ordered and proclaimed, the Lord Preſident 
in the _ of the Court, addreſſed himſelf to the 
Priſoner, acquainting him, That the Commons of _ 
land Aſembled in Parhament, being deeply ſenſible of the 
Ewils and Calamities that had been brought upon this Nation, 
and of the innocent Blood that had been ſpilt in it, which was 
fixed upori him as, the principal Author of it, had reſolved to 
make Inquiſition for this Blood, and according to the Debt they 
did owe to God, to Juſtice, the Kingdom, and themſelves, and 
according to that Fundamental Power that reSted, and Truſt 
repoſed in them by the People, other Means failing through his 
Default, had reſolved to bring him to Tryal and Judgment, 
and had therefore conſtituted the Court f 7 ice, before which 
he was then brought, where he was to hear his Charge, upon 
which the Court would proceed according to Juſtice. 

Hereupon, Mr. Cooke, Sollicitor for the Common- 
wealth , ſtanding within a Bar, with the reſt of the 
Councel for the Common-wealth on the right hand 
of the Priſoner, offered to ſpeak ; but the Priſoner, 
having a Staff in his hand, held it up, and ſoftly laid 
it upon the ſaid Mr. Cooke's Shoulder two or three 
times, bidding him hold ; nevertheleſs, the Lord Pre- 

fident 
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fident ordering him to go on, Mr. Coke did according 


to the Order of the Court , to him direcqed, in the 
Name, and on the behalf of the People of England, 
exhibit a Charge of High Treaſon, and other high 
Crimes, and did therewith accuſe the ſaid CHARLES 
STUART King of England; praying in the Name, 
and on the behalf aforeſaid, that the Charge might 
be accordingly received and read, and due Proceed- 
ings had thereupon ; and accordingly preferred a 
Charge in writing , which being received by the 
Court, and delivered to the Clerk of the Court, the 
Lord Preſident in the Name of the Court ordered it 
ſhould be read. 

But the King interrupting the reading of it, the 
Court notwithſtanding commanded the Clerk to read 
it, acquainting the Priſoner that if he had any thing 
to ſay after, the Court would hear him ; whereupon 
the Clerk read the Charge, the Tenor whereof is as 
followeth, v2.

The Priſoner, while the Charge was reading, ſate 
down in his Chair , looking ſometimes on the High 
Court, and ſometimes on the Galleries,and roſe again, 
and turned about to behold the Guards 6 Spectators, 
and after fate down looking very ſternly , and with 
a Countenance not at all moved, till theſe words, v1z. 
CHARLES STUART tobe a Tyrant, Traytor, &C. 
were read; at which he laughed as he ſate in the face 
of the Court. 


The Charge being read, the Lord Preſident , in the 
Name of the Court , demanded the Priſoner's An- 
{wer thereto. _ 

But the Priſoner declining that, fell into a Dil- 
courſe of the late Treaty in the Iſle of Wight, and de- 
manded, 
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manded, By what lawful Authority he was brought from the 
Iſle thither ? upbraiding the Court with the many un- 
lawful Authorities in the World, inſtancing in Rob- 
bers and takers of Purſes, pleading his Kingſhip, and 
thereby a Truſt committed to him by God,by deſcent, 
which he ſhould betray, together with the Liberties 
of the People, in caſe he ſhould anſwer to an unlaw- 
ful Power, which he charged the Court to be, and 
that they were raiſed by an Uſurped Power ; and affirmed, 
that He ſtood more for the Liberties of the People, than any of 
the Judges there ſitting, and again demanded, by what 
Authority he was brought thither | - 

To which it was replied by the Court, That had he 

been pleaſed to have obſerved what was declared to him by 
the Court at his firſt coming, and the Charge which he had” 
heard read unto him, he might have informed himſelf by what 
Authority he was brought before them ;, namely, By the Au- 
thority of the Commons of England Aſſembled in Parlia- 
ment, on the behalf of the People of England : and did 
therefore again ſeveral times adviſe him to conſider of a 
better Anſwer ; which he refuſed to do, but perſiſted 
in his Contumacy. Whereupon, the Court at length 
told him, That, they did expeit fron him a Poſitive An- 
fower to the Charge ; affirming their Authority, and gi- 
ving him to underſtand, that they were upon God's and 
the Kinodom's Errand, and that the Peace ſtood for, would be 
better had and kept when Juſtice was done, and that was their 
preſent Work ;, and adviſed him ſeriouſly to confider what 
he had to do at his next appearance ; which was declared 
ſhould be upon Monday following, and ſo remanded 
him to his former Cuſtody. 

The Priſoner all the time having kept on his Hat, 
departed, without ſhewing any the leaſt reſpect 
to the Court ; but going out of the Bar, ſaid, He did 
not fear that Bill; pointing to the Table where the 
Sword and Charge lay. 5 

The Priſoner being withdrawn, three Proclama- 
tions were made, and the Court Adjourned it ſelf to 
the Painted Chamber on Monday Morning then next, at 
Nine of the Clock ; declaring, that from thence they 
intended to Adjourn to the _ Place again. 

But 
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But that the Reader may have the entire Relation 
of this deplorable Tragedy, I have from the moſt 
Authentick Prints inſerted at large the interlocutory 
Paſſages between the King and Bradſhaw, of which Mr. 
Phelpes in his Journal, gives only a ſuccin& Account ; 
| which take as follows : 


His Majeſty with his wonted Patience,heard all theſe Slanders 
and —_ ſitting in the Chair, and looking ſometimes 
on the Pretended Court, ſometimes up to the Galleries, and ri- 
feng again, turned about to behold the Guards and Spelators ; 
then he ſate down with a MajeStick and unmoved Countenance, 
and ſometimes ſmiling, eſpecially at thoſe Words | Tyrant , 
Traytor , | and the like. 
Alfo the Silver Head of his Staff happened to fall 
off, at which he wondered ; and ſeeing none to take 


it up, He ſtooped for it himſelf. 


The Charge being read , Bradſhaw began. 


Sir, You have now heard your Charge read, con- 
taining ſuch Matters as appear in it: You find 
that in the Cloſe of it, it 1s prayed to the Court, in 
the behalf of the Commons of England, that you 
Anſwer to your Charge : The Court expects your 
Anſwer. 


King. I would know by what Power I am called hither. I 
was not long ago in the Iſle of Wight, how 1 came there, is 
a longer Story than I think is fit at this time for Me to ſpeak of : 
but there I entred into a Treaty with both Houſes of Parla- 
ment, with as much Publick Faith as its poſſuble to be had of 
any People in the World, I Treated there with a number of 
Honourable Lords and Gentlemen, and Treated honeſtly and 
uprightly ; I cannot ſay but they did wery Nobly with Me : 
We were upon a Concluſron of the Treaty. Now [ would know 
by what Authority ( I mean Lawful ;, There are ma- 
ny Unlawful Authorities in the World ; Thieves and Rob- 
bers by the High-ways : but I would know by what Authori- 
ty ) I was brought from thence, and carried from place to 
place, 
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place, and I know not what. And when [ know by what Lawful 
Authority, I ſhall Anſwer. 

Remember, I am your King, your Lawful King, and what 
Sins you bring upon your heads, and the Judgment of God up- 
on this Land. Think well upon it, I ſay, think well upon it, 
before you go further from one Sin to a greater. Therefore let 
me know by what — Authority I am ſeated here,and I ſhall 
not be unwilling to anſwer. In the mean time, I ſhall not be- 
tray my Truft ; I have a Truſt committed to me by God, by old 
and lawful Deſcent, I will nat betray it , to anſwer to a new 
unlawful Authority : Therefore reſolve me that, and you ſhall 
hear more of me. 

Bradſhaw. If you had been pleaſed to have obſerved 
what was hinted to you by the Court at your firſt 
coming hither, you would have known by what Au- 
thority; which Authority requires you in the Name 
of the People of England, of which you are EleQed 
King, to Anſwer. 

King. No, Sir, [deny that. 

Bradſhaw. If you acknowledge not the Authority 
of the Court, they muſt proceed. 

King. I do tell them ſo : England was never an Elefive 
Kingdom, but an Hereditary _ for near theſe thouſand 
Years : Therefore let me know by what Authority I am called 
hither. Ido ſtand more for the Liberty of my People, than 
any here that come to be my pretended Judges ; and therefore 
let me know by what lawful Authority I am ſeated here, and 
I will Anſwer it, otherwiſe I will not anſwer it. 

Bradſhaw. Sir, How really you have managed your 
Truſt, is known ; your way of Anſwer is to inter- 
rogate the Court, which beſeems not you in this con- 
dition. You have been told of it twice or thrice. 

King. Here is a Gentleman, Lieut. Col. Cobbet, ask him 
if he did not bring me from the Iſle of Wight by force. I do 
not come here as ſubmitting to the Court. 

I will ſtand as much for the Priviledge of the Houſe of Com- 
mons, r:ghtly underStood, as any man . &. whatſoever : I ſee 
no Houſe of Lords here, that may conſtitute a Parliament ; 
and the King too ſhould have been. 

Is this the bringing of the King to his Parliament ? Is this 
the bringing an end to the Treaty in the Publick Faith of the 
World © Let 
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Let me ſee a Legal — warranted by the Word of God, 
the Scriptures, or warranted by the Conſtitutions of the King- 
dom, and I will anſwer. 

Bradſhaw. Sir , You have propounded a Queſtion, 
and have been anſwered. Seeing you will not anſwer, 
the Court will conſider how to proceed. In the mean 
time , thoſe that brought you hither, are to take 
Charge of you back again. 

The Court deſires to know whether this be all the 
Anſwer you will give, or no. 

King. Sir, I defere that you would give me and all the 
World ſatisfattion in this. Let me tell you, It is not a ſlight 
thing you are about. I am ſworn to keep the Peace, by that 
Duty 1 owe to God and my Country ; and I will do it to the lait 
breath of my Body. And therefore you ſhall do well to ſatisfie, 
firit, God, and then the Country , | — Authority you do 
it. } 4 you do it by an Uſurped Authority , you cannot anſwer 
it : There is a God in Heaven that will call you, and all that 
give you Power, to account.

And therefore ſatisfie God , 
and Me, and all the World in that, and you ſhall receive my 
Anſwer. I am not afraid of the Bull. 

Bradſhaw. The Court expects you ſhould grve them 
a final Anſwer. Their Purpoſe is to Adjourn till 
Monday next : If you do not fatisfie your ſelf, though 
we do tell you our Authority, we are ſatisfied with 
our Authority ; and it 1s upon God's Authority and 
the Kingdoms ; and that Peace you ſpeak of, will be 
kept = the doing of Juſtice, and that's our preſent 
Work. .

The Court being called, the Serjeant is commanded 
to fetch his Priſoner. 

The King 1s again brought Priſoner to the Bar, as 
on Saturday before ; Proclamation is made for Silence, 
whilſt Pleas of the Commonwealth were in hand,and 
Order given to the Captain of the Guard to take in- 
to his Cuſtody ſuch as ſhould diſturb the Court. 

Mr. Sollicitor moved the Court, that the Priſoner 
might give a Poſitive Anſwer to his Charge,or other- 
wile that the Court would take the Matter of it pro 
Confeſſa, and proceed thereupon according to Juſtice ; 
which being preſled by the Court upon the Priſoner, 
and their Judgment again made known unto him, 
That he was to Anſwer his Charge, otherwiſe that 
his Contumacy would be recorded. 

The Priſoner, that notwithſtanding , ſtill inſiſted 
upon his former Plea, and that the Court had. no 
Power, nor the Commons of England, who had conſti- 
tuted it, to proceed againſt him ; upon which, the 
Clerk of the Court, by Command , and according to 
former Order, required his Anſwer in the Form pre- 
ſcribed : and the Priſoner ſtill refuſing to ſubmit 

thereto, his Default and Contempt were again Re- 
corded , the Priſoner remanded, and the Court Ad- 
journed it ſelf till the next day, being Tueſday, at 
Twelve of the Clock, to the Painted Chamber ; withal, 
giving Notice , that from thence they intended to 
Adjourn to this Place again. 


Sunday having been ſpent in Faſting and Seditious 
Preaching, according to the Mode of theſe Impious 
Hy pocrites, who uſed to Preface Rebellion and Mur- 
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der with the Appearance of Religion ; the Illuſtri- 
ous Sufferer was ( as is before in Phelpe's Journal re- 
lated) placed before the infamous Tribunal ; vyhere 
their Mercenary Sollicitor Cooke opened the. Tragick 
Scene thus, diſplaying his Talents of Impudence and 
Treaſon. | 


Cooke. May it pleaſe your Lordſhip, my Lord Preſident, 
I did at the af Court, in the behalf + the Commons of 
England, exhibit and give in to this Court a Charge of High 
Treaſon, and other High Crimes againſt the Priſoner at the 
Bar ; whereof 1 do accuſe him in the Name of the People of 
England ; and the Charge was read unto him, and his An- 
ſwer required. My Lord, He was not pleaſed to give an An- 
ſuver ; but inſtead of anſuvering, did there diſpute the Au- 
thority Tm High Court. My Humble Motion to this 
High Court, in the behalf of the Kingdom of England, 
is, That the Priſoner may be direfted to make a Poſitive An- 
ſuver, either by wvay of Confeſſion or Negation ; wvhich, if 
he ſhall refuſe to do, that then the Matter of Charge may be 
taken pro confeſlſo, and the Court may proceed according to 


Juſtice, 


Bradſhawv. Sir , You may remember, at the laſt 
Court you vvere told the occaſion of your bein 
brought hither, and you heard a Charge read again 
you, containing # Charge of High Treaſon, and other 
High Crimes againſt this Realm of England ; you 
have heard likewiſe that it was prayed in the behalf 
of the People, that you ſhould give an Anſwer to 
that Charge, that thereupon ſuch Proceedings might 
be had, as ſhould be agreeable to Juſtice : You were 
then pleaſed to make ſome Scruples concerning the 
Authority of this Court, and knew not by what Au- 
thority you were brought hither : Youdid divers 
times propound your Queſtions, and were as often 
anſwered, I hat it was by Authority of the Commons of 
England Aſſembled in Parliament, that did think fit 
to call you to Account for thoſe High and Capital 
Miſdemeanors wherewith you were then charged. 
Since that, the Court hath taken into conſideration 
what 
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what you then fſaid:they are fully -fatisfied with their 
own Authority, and they hold it fit you ſhould ſtand

and therefore you are to loſe no more time, but to 
givea politive Anſvver thereunto. 

King, When-l was here la$, "tis very true, I made that 
Queſtion ; and if it were only my oxn particular Caſe, I would 
have ſatisfied my ſelf with the ProteStation I made the la$ 
time I was here, again$t the Legality of this Court, and that 
a King cannot be Tryed by any Superior Juriſdiction on Earth : 
But it is not my Caſe alone , it is the Freedom and the Liberty 
of the People of England 3 and do you pretend what 
wall, I ftand more for their Liberties. For if Power Jt 
Law, may make Laws, may alter the Fundamental Laws of 
the Kingdom, 1 do not know what Subjed he is in England 
that can be ſure of his Life, or any thing that he calls his own : 
Therefore , when that I came here, I did expect particular 
Reaſons, to know by what Law, what Authority you did proceed 
againſt Me here , and therefore I am a little to ſeek what to 
f- to you in this Particular, becauſe the Affirmative is to be 
proved, the Negative often is very hard to do: But fince 1 
cannot perſwade you to do it, I ſhall tell you my Reaſons as ſhort 
as I can. 

My Reaſons why in Gonſctence, and the Duty I owe to God 
firt, and my People next, for the Preſervation of their Lives, 
Liberties and Eſtates, I conceive I cannot anſwer this, till I be 
ſatisfied of the Legality of it. 

All Proceedings againſt any Man whatſoever-—==== 

Bradſhaw. Sir , I muſt interrupt you ; vvhich TI 
vvould not do, but that vvhat you do, is not agreea- 
ble to the Proceedings of any Court of Juſtice. You 
are about to enter into Argument and Diſpute con- 
cerning the Authority of this Court, before vvhom 
you appear as a Priſoner, and are charged as _— 
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Delinquent: If you take upon you to diſpute the 
Authority of the Court, 'we may not do it , nor will 
any Court give way unto it ; you are to ſubmit unto 
it, you are to give 2 punctual and dire& Anfwer,whe- 
ther you will anſwer your Charge or no, and what 
your Anſwer 1s. 

King. Sir, By your favour , I do not know the Forms of 
Law ; I do know Law and Reaſon, though I am no Lawyer 
profeſſed : But I know as much Law as any Gentleman in Eng- 
land, and therefore, under fawour, I do' plead for the Liber- 
ties of the People of England more than you do ; and there- 
fore if I ſhould impoſe a Belief upon any man without Reaſons 

iven for it, it were unreaſonable : But I muſt tell you, that 
by that Reaſon that I have, as thus informed, I cannot yield un- 
to tt. 

Brad/ſhaw.Sir,T muſt interrupt you ; you may not be 
permitted : You ſpeak of Law and Reaſon ; it is fit 
there ſhould be Law and Reaſon ; and there is both 
againſt you. 

Sir, The Vote of the Commons of England Afem- 
bled in Parliament, it is the Reaſon of the Kingdom; 
and they are theſe too that have given that Law ac- 
cording to which you ſhould have Ruled and Reign- 
ed. Sir, You are not to diſpute our Authority, you 
are told it again by the Court ; Sr, it will be taken 
notice of , that you ſtand in contempt of the Court, 
and your contempt will be recorded accordingly. 

King. 1 do not know how a King can be a Delinquent ; but 
by any Law that ever I heard cf , all men (Delinguents, or 
what you will) let me tell you, they may put in Demurrers a- 
gainſt any Proceeding as Legal ; and I do demand that, and 
demand to be heard with my Reaſons: if you deny that, you 
deny Reaſon. 

Bradſhaw. Sir, You have offered ſomething to the 
Court ; I ſhall ſpeak ſomething unto you the Senſe 
of the Court.

The King was Guarded forth to Sir Robert Cotton's Houſe. 


The Court Adjourned to the Painted Chamber on 
Tueſday at Twelve of the Clock, and from thence they 
intend to Adjourn to Weſtminſter-Hall , at which time 
all Perſons concerned are to give their Attendance. 
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His Majeſty not being ſuffered to deliver his Rea- 
ſons againſt the Juriſdiftion of their Pretended 
Court, by word of Mouth, thought fit to leave 
them in Writing to the more impartial Judgment 
of Poſterity, as followeth ; 


Aving already made my Proteftations, not only again 
the Illegality f this Pretended Court, but alſo, That 


no Earthly Power can juſtly call Me (ho am 
your King ) in queſtion, as a Delinquent ; I would 
not any more open My Mouth upon . this Occaſion , more 
than to refer my ſelf to what I have ſpoken, were I in this

gate the Old Fundamental Law of the Land? Which I now 
take to be the preſent Caſe. Wherefore, when I came hither, 
I expefted that you would have endeauvoured to have ſatisfied 
Me concerning theſe Grounds which hinder Me to anſwer to your 
Pretended Impeachment : But ſince I ſge that nothing 1 can ſay, 
will move you to it ( though Negatives are not jo naturall 
oved as Aﬀfirmatives ) yet I will ſhew you the Reaſon 
why 1 am confident you cannot Judge Me , nor indeed the 
meaneſt Man in England : For I will not ( like yu) 
without ſhewing a Reaſon, ſeek to impoſe a Belief upon My 
Subjetts.

Then for the Law of this Land, I am no leſs confident, 
That no Learned Lawyer will affirm, That, An Impeach- 
ment can lie againſt the King ; they all going in His 
Name: Andone of 'therr Mazims is, That, The King 
can do no Wrong. Beſides, The Law upon which 'you 
round your Proceedings, mu$t either be Old or New ; if Old, 
wit ; if New, tell what Authority warranted by the Fun- 
damental Laws of the Land hath made it, and when. But 
how the Houſe of Commons can erect a Court of Judica- 
ture, which was never one it ſelf, ( as is well knowun to all 
ers) I leave to God and the Werld to judge : And it 
wvere full as ſtrange, that they ſhould pretend to make Laws 
vvithout King or, Lords Houſe , to any that have heard 
ſpeak of the Lawys of England. 

And admitting, but not granting, That the People of Eng- 
land's Commiſſi could grant your Pretended Power, I ſee 
nothing you can ſhew for that , for certainly you never asked 
the QueStion of the . Tenth Man in the Kingdom ; and in 
this way you manifeſtly wrong even thePooreſt xt Aructny 
if 'you demand not his free Conſent ; nor can you pretend any 
colour for this your Pretended Commiſſion, without the 
Conſent at lea$t of the Major Part of every Man in Eng- 
land, of wwhatſoever Quality or Condition , which T am ſure 
you never went about to ſeek , ſo far are you from having 
it. Thus you ſee that T ſpeak not for My owun Right alone, 
as T am your King , but alſo for the true Liberty of all 
My Subje&ts; which conſiſts not in the Power of Govern- 
ment , of in Living under ſuch Laws, ſuch a Go- 
vernmenſt,, as may give themſelves the beſt Aſſurance of 
their Laves, and Property of their Goods. Nor in this, 
muSt, or do I forget the Privileges of Both Houſes of 
Parliament ; wvhich this Days Proceedings do not only 
violate , but likewviſe occaſion the greateſt Breach of 
their Pablick Faith , that (1 believe) ever was heard 
of ; with which I am far from Charging the Two Houſes ;

20 on.) And believe it, the Commons of land will 
not thank you for this Change ;, for they will remember how

1zabeth, the King My Father, and My Self, until the 
beginning of theſe unhappy Troubles, and will have cauſe to 
doubt that they fhall never be ſo happy under any New.

. Mr. Sollicitor Cooke addrefling himſelf to the Court, 
repeated the former Delays and Contempts of the 
Priſoner, 10 as that no more needed on his part, but 
to demand Judgment ; yet offered notwithſtandi 
the Notoriety of the Fas charged, mentioned in the 
Commons AQ, appointing the Iryal, to prove the 
Truth of the ſame by Witneſſes , if thereto requi- 
red ; and therefore prayed, and yet (he faid) not fo 
much he, as the innocent Blood that had been hed, 
the cry whereof was very great, that a fpeedy Sen- 
tence and Judgment might be pronounced againſt the 
Priſoner at the Bar according to Juſtice. 

Hereupon the Court putting the Priſoner in mind 
of former Proceedings, and that although by the 
- Rules of Juſtice, it Advantage were taken of his 
paſt Contempts , nothing would remain but to pro- 
nounce Judgment againſt him, they had nevertheleſs 
determined to give him leave to Anſwer his Charge ; 
which, as was told him in plain terms ( for Juſtice 
knew no reſpect of Perſons ) to plead Gwilty or Not 
Guilty thereto, 

To which he made Anſwer as formerly, That he 
would not acknowledge the Juriſdiction of the Court, 
and that it was againſt the Fundamental Laws of the 
Kingdom ; that there was no Law to make a Kinga 
Priſoner ; that he had done _— againſt his 
Truſt ; and iſſued out into ſuch like Diſcourſes. 

Upon which, the Courts Reſolution was again re- - 
membred to him, and he told, That he had now the 
third time publickly diſowned and aftfronted/ the 
, Court; That, how good a Preſerver he had hegnof 
the Fundamental Laws, and mn: of the _ 

PIC, 
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ple, his Actions had ſpoken ; that mens Intentions 
were uſed to be ſhewed by their Actions, and that he 
had: written his Meaning in Woody Characters 
throughout the Kingdom, and that he ſhould find at 
laſt, though at preſent he would not-underſtand it, 


that hewas before a Court of Juſtice. 


Hereupon,' in the manner appointed, the Clerk in 
the Name of the Court demanding the Priſoners 
Anſwer to his Charge, .and the. ſame refuſed , the 
Default was Recorded, the Priſoner remanded, and 
the Court Adjourned to the Painted Chamber.

Afﬀter the ſecond O Yes, and Silence commanded; 
Cocke began more inſolently ; 

Cooke. May it pleaſe your Lordſhip, My Lord Preſident; 
This is now the third time, that, by the great Grace and Fa- 
wour of this High Court, the Priſoner hath been brought to the 
Bar, before any Iſſue joyned in the Cauſe. My Lord, I did 
at the firſt Court exhibit a Charge against him, containing the 
Higheſt Treaſon that ever was wrought upon the Theatre 
of England, That, a King of England, truſted to keep 
the Law, that had taken an Oath ſo to do, that had 
Tribute paid him for that end, ſhould be guilty of a 
wicked Deſign to ſubvert and deſtroy our Laws,and 
introduce an Arbitrary and I yrannical Government, 
in the. defiance of the Parliament and their Autho- 
rity, ſet up his Standard for War againſt the Parlia- 


ment and People ; and I did humbly pray, in the behalf of 


the People of England, that he might ſpeedily be required to 
make an Anſwer to the Charge.

Sir, You have had the Reſolution of the 
Court upon the like Queſtion the laſt day ; and you 
were told, That having ſuch a Charge of ſo high a Nature, 
again$t you, your Work was, that you ought to acknowledge 
the Funſdittion of the Court, and to anſwer to your Charge. 
Sir, if you antwer to your Charge, which the Court 
gives you leave now to do, though they might have 
taken the Advantage of your Contempt ; yet, if you 
be able to an{fwer to your Charge, when. you have 
once anſwered, you ſhall be heard at large, make the 
beſt Defence you can. But, Sir, I muſt let you know 
from the Court, as thewr Commands, that you are not 
to be permitted to 1fTue out into any other Diſcourſes, 
till ſuch time as you have given a Poſitive Anſwer 
concerning the Matter that is charged upon you. 

King. For the Charge, I value it not a. ruſh. It is the 
Liberty of the People of land that I ſtand for.

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years, he this Examinant did work at Nottingham, 
and that he did ſee the King within the Caſtle of Not- 
tingham, within two or three days after the ſaid Stan- 
dard was ſo ſet up, and that the ſaid Standard did fly 
the ſame day that the King was in the ſaid Caſtle, as 
aforeſaid , and this Deponent did hear that the King 
was at Nottingham the ſame day that the 1aid Standard 
was firſt ſet up, and before. 

And this Deponent further ſaith, That he this Depo- 
nent, and the Regiment of which he then was, had 
their Colours then given them ; and Sir Will:am Peny- 
man being the Colonel of the ſaid Regiment, the ſaid 
Sir William Penyman was preſent with his ſaid Regi- 
ment at that time. 

And this Deponent further ſaith , That there was

Henry Hartford of Stratford upon Awon, in Warwickſhire, 
Sworn and Examined, depoſeth, That about Corn- 
Harveſt in the Year 1642.this Deponent ſaw the King 
in Nottingham Caſtle, while the Standard was ſet up- 
on one of the Towers of the ſaid Caſtle,and the Flagg 
flying. 

A” he further ſaith and depoſeth, That he, this 
Deponent, ſaw the King the ſame Year about the 
Month of November in Brainford Town on Horſeback, 
with a great many Commanders about him, on a Sun- 
day Morning, when on the Saturday Night before, 
there were a great many of the Parliaments Forces 
ſlain by the Kings Forces in the ſaid Town.

Deponent did then and there ſee the King many 
times. 


Edward Roberts of Biſhop-Caſtle in the County of $a- 
bp , Ironmonger , Sworn and Examined, ſaith and 
depoſeth, That he this Deponent, ſaw the King in 
Nottingham Town while the Standard was ſet upon 
the High Tower in Nottingham Caſtle. 

And he further faith, That he ſaw the King at 
the Head of the Army at Shrewsbury , upon the 
March towards Edge-Hill, and that he likewiſe ſaw 
the King in the Reer of his Army in Keynton-Freld ; 
and likewiſe ſaw the King upon the Sunday Morning 
at Brainford, after the Fight upon the Saturday next 
before, 1n the ſaid Town. Robert 
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Robert Loads of Cottam in Nottinghamſhire , Tyler , 
Sworn and Examined, faith, That he this Deponent, 
about Ofober in the Year 1642. ſaw the King in the 
Reer of his Army in Keynton Field upon a Sunday, 
where he ſaw many {lain on both fides. 

And he further faith , That he ſaw the King in 
Cornwal in his Army, near the Houſe of my Lord 
Mobun, about Leſtithiel, about Corn-Harveſt 1644. 


Samuel Morgan of Wellington in Com. Salop, Felt-ma- 
ker, Sworn and Examined, depoſeth , That he this 
Deponent, upon a Sunday Morning in Keynton-Field ſaw 
the King upon the top of Edge-Hill in the Head of 
the Army, ſome two hours before the Fight, which 
happened after Michaelmas on a Sunday the Year 1642. 
And he this Deponent ſaw many men killed on both 
ſides in the ſame time and place. 

And he further ſaith, That in the Year 1644: he, 
this Deponent ſaw the King in his Army near Cropredy- 
Bridge, where he ſaw the King light oft his Horſe, 
and draw up the Body of his Army in perſon him- 
ſelf. : 


James Williams of Roſs 1n Herefordſhire, Shoemaker , 
Sworn and Examined, depoſeth, That he this Depo- 
nent, about October, the Year 1642. ſaw the King in 
Keynton-Fields below the Hill in the Field with his 
Sword drawn 1n his hand, at which Time and Place 
there was a great Fight, and many kill'd on both 
ſides. 
And he further depoſeth, That he ſaw the King at 
Brainford on a Sunday in the Forenoon, in November the 
Year aboveſaid, while the King's Army was in the 
ſaid Town, and round about it. A 


Fohn Pyneger of the Pariſh of Hainer/in the' County 
of Derby, Yeoman , Aged 37 Years'-or thereaboat; 
Sworn and Examined, ſaith, That about AuguSF 1 644. 
he the Deponent ſaw the _—_ Standard | 
one of the Towers of Nottingham Caſtle ; andithatup- 
on the ſame day he ſaw the King in Thurland-Houle, 

| T being 
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being the Earl of Clare's Houſe in Nottingham , in the 
Company of Prince Rupert, Sir 7ohn Dighy, and other 
Perſons, both Noblemen and others ; and that the 
King had at the ſame time in the ſaid Town a Train 
of Artillery , and the ſaid Town was then full of 
the King's Soldiers. 


Samuel Lawſon of Nottingham, Maltiter, Aged Thirty 
Years or therabouts, Sworn and Examined, ſaith, 
That about Auguit 1 642.he this Deponent ſaw the Kings 
Standard brought forth of Nott:ngham Caſtle , born 
upon diverſe Gentlemens Shoulders ( who as the Re- 
port was ) were Noblemen, and he ſaw the ſame by 
them carried to the Hill cloſe adjoyning to the Caſtle, 
with a Herald before it, and there the ſaid Standard 
was Erefted with great Shoutings , Acclamations , 
and Sound of Drums and Trumpets , and that when 
the ſaid Standard was ſo Erefted, there was a Pro- 
clamation made, and that he this Deponent ſaw the 
King preſent at the Erefing thereof. And this De- 
ponent further ſaith, That the ſaid Town was then 
fall of the Kings Soldiers, of which ſome quartered 
in this Deponents Houſe, and that when the King 
with his faid Forces went from the ſaid Town, the 
Inhabitants of 'the ſaid Town were forced to pay a 
great ſium of money to the Kings Army,being threat- 
ned; that in caſe they ſhould refuſe to pay it, the 
{aid Town ſhould be plundred. 


Arthur Young, Citizen and Barber Chirurgeon of Lon- 
don, being Aged twenty nine Years or thereabouts, 
Sworn.and Examined, ſaith, That he this Deponent 
was. preſent at the Fight at Edge-Hill between the 
King's Army and the Parliaments, 1n Oftober 1642. and 
he did then ſee the King's Standard advanced, and fly- 
wg whis Armyin the faid Fight. And that he this 
Depaient:dad then take the King's faid Standard in that 
Rattekfrom the K:ngs Forces, which was afterwards 
taken from hint by one Middleton, who was after- 
wards tnade: a: Colonel.

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Thomas Whittington of the Town and County of Not- 
tingham, Sh er, Aged twenty two Years, ſworn 
and examined, ſaith, that he, this Deponent ſaw the 
King in the Town of Nettingham, the ſame day that 
his Standard was firſt ſet up in Nottingham Caſtle, be- 
ing about the beginning of Auguſt 1642. and that the 
King then went from his Lodgings at Thurland Houſe, 
towards the ſaid Caſtle ; and that he, this Deponent 
ſaw him ſeveral times about that time- in Nattingham, 
there being divers Soldiers at that time in. the ſaid 
Town, who were called by the name of The King's 
Soldiers. 

And this Deponent further ſaith, that he ſaw the 
King's Standard flying upon the Od Tower in the ſaid 
Caſtle. 


Jobn Thomas of LLangollen in the County of Denbigh, 
Husbandman, Aged twenty five Years,or thereabouts, 
ſworn and examined, ſaith, that he ſaw the King at 
Brainford in the County of Middleſez, on a Saturday 
Night at twelve of the Clock, ſoon after Edge-Hll 
Fight, attended with Horſe and Foot Soldiers, the 
King being then on Horſeback with his Sword by his 
ſide ; and this Deponent then heard the King ſay to the 
{aid foldiers as he was riding through the ſaid Town, 
Gentlemen, You loft your Honour at Edge-Hill, I hope you 
will regain it again here , or Words to that effect. 

And this Deponent further faith, that there were 
ſome skirmiſhes between the King's Army and 
the Parliament's Army, at the ſame time, both before 
and after the King ſpake the faid Words, and that 


many men were on both ſides. 


Richard Blomfield , Citizen and Weaver of London , 
Aged thirty five Years, or thereabouts , ſworn and 
examined, ſaith, that at the Defeat of the E. of Eſſez's 
Army in Cornwal, he this Deponent was there, it be- 
ing at the latter end of the Month of Auguſt, or be- 
ginning of September 1644. At which time , he this 
Deponent ſaw the King at the Head of his Army, 
near Foy, on Horſeback : And further faith, — 
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did then ſee divers of the L. of Eſez's Souldiers plun- 
dered, contrary to Articles then lately made, near 


the perſon of the King, 


William Jones of Uske in the County of Monmouth, 
Husbandman, Aged twenty two Years , or therea- 
bouts, ſworn and examined, ſaith, That he this De- 
ponent did ſee the King within two Miles of Naſeby- 
Field, the King then coming fromwards Harborou b, 
Marching in the Head of his Army, towards Naſeby- 
Field where the Fight was ; and that he this Deponent 
did then ſee the King ride up to the Regiment which 
was Col. St.Georges, and there the Deponent did hear 
the King ask the Regument, Whether they were willing to 
fight for him? To which the Soldiers made an Accla- 
mation, crying, All, All 

And this Deponent further ſaith, that he ſaw the 
King in Leiceſter with his Forces, the ſame day that 
the King's Forces had taken it from the Parliaments 
Forces. 

And this Deponent further ſaith, That he ſaw the 
King in his Army that beſieged Gleoceſter at the time of 
the ſaid Siege. | 


Humphrey Browne of Whitſondine in the County of 
Rutland, Husbandman, Aged twenty two Years or 
thereabouts, ſworn and examined , ſaith, That at 
ſuch time as the Town of Leiceſter was taken by the 
King's Forces, being in or about Zune 1645. Newark 
Fort in LeiceFer aforeſaid was ſurrendred to the King's 
Forces upon Compoſition , that neither Cloaths nor 
Money ſhould be taken away from any of the Soldi- 
ers of that Fort which had ſo ſurrendred, nor any 
violence offered to them ; and that afloon as the ſaid 
Fort was upon ſuch Compoſition ſo ſurrendred as a- 
foreſaid, the King's Soldiers contrary to the Articles, 
fell upon the Soldiers of the ſaid Fort, ſtript, cut and 
wounded many of them;whereupon,one of theKing's 
Officers rebuking ſome of thoſe that did ſo abuſe the 
ſaid Parliaments Soldiers, this Deponent did then hear 
the King reply, [ do not care if they cut them three times 

more, 
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more, for they are mine Enemies, or words to that effect: 
And that the King was then on Horſeback, in bright 
Armour, in the ſaid Town of Leiceſter. 


David Evans of Abergenny, in the County of Mon- 
mouth, Smith, Aged about twenty three years, Sworn 
and Examined, 1aith, That about half an hour before 
the Fight at Naſeby, about Midfummer in une, 1645. 
he ſaw the King marching up to the Battail in the 
Head of his Army, being about half a mile from the 
place where the ſaid Battail was fought: 


Diogenes Edwards, of Carſton in the County of Salop, 
Butcher, Aged 21 years or thereabouts, Sworn 
and Examined, faith, That in 7une 1645. he this De- 
ponent did ſee the King in the Head of his Army, an 
hour and a half before the Fight in Naſeby Field, 
marching up to the Battail, being then a mile and a 
half from the ſaid Field : And this Deponent faith, 
That he did afterwards the ſame day ſee many lain 
at the ſaid Battail. 


Giles Gryce of Wellington, in Shropſhire , Gent. Sworn 
and Examined, Depoſeth, That he this Deponent; 
ſaw the King in the Head of his Army, at Cropredy- 
Bridge, with his Sword drawn in his Hand, that day 
when the Fight was againſt Sir William Waller, on a 
Fryday,as this Deponent remembreth,in theYear1 644; 
about the Month of [uly, and he further ſaith, 

That he ſaw the King 1n the ſame Summer, in 
Cornwall, in the Head of his Army; about Leftitkiel at 
ſuch time as the Earl of Efez was there with his Ar- 
my. And he further ſaith, 

That healſo faw the King in the Head of his 
Army, at the ſecond Fight near Newberry. And fur- 
ther ſaith, C- 

That he ſaw the King in the Front of the Army,in 
Naſeby Field, having Back and Breaſt on: And he 
further ſaith, 

That he ſaw the King in the Head of the Army, 
at what time the Town of Leiceſter was ſtormed, _

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ſaw the King Ride into the Town:of Leicefter, after 
the Town was taken, and he ſawa great many men 
killed on both ſides, at Leicefter, and many Houſes 


Plundred. 


John Vinſon of Damorham in the County of Wilts, Gent. 
Sworn and Examined, Aaith, That he did ſee the 
King at the Firſt Newberry Fight, about the Month 
of September, 1643. in the Head of his Army, where 
this Deponent did ſee many ſlain on both ſides ; this 
Deponent alſo ſaith, 

That he did ſee the King at the Second Battail at 
Newberry, about the Month of November, 1644. where 
the King was at the Head of his Army in Complete 
Armour, with his Sword drawn; and this D 
nent did then: ſee the King Lead up Colonel Thomas 
Howards Regiment of Horſe, and did hear him make a 
Speech to the Soldiers,in the Head of that Regiment, 
to this effe&, that is to ſay, That the ſaid Regiment 
ſhould ſtand to him that Day, for that his Crown lay upon the 
Point of the Sword, and if he loft that Day, he loft his Ho- 
nour and his Crown for ever.

The Prifoner by command being withdrawn, the 
Court make their receſs into the Room called The 
Court of Wards , conſidered of the Priſoners Motion, 
and gave the Prefident Direction to declare their Diſ- 
fent thereto, and to proceed to the Sentence. 

The Court ; again ſet, and the Priſoner re- 
turned, ' was to their Direction , informed, 
That he had in efett received his Anſwer before the Court 
withdrew; and that their Jud was ( as to his Mation 
the fame to him before declared ; That, the Court ated, 
were Julges —_— by the "Higheft Authority, and that 


$ 3were not to delay, no more than to deny Juſtice ; That, 
tbey were good words m the great old Charter of England, 
Nolli negabimas, nalli vendemus, nulli diffteremas 
Juſtitiam vel Ream.

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Unto which, the Priſoner replied; and inſiſted up- 
on his former Deſires, confeſling a delay , but that it 
was important for the Peace of the C—_ and 
therefore' preſſed again with much earneſtneſs to be 
heard before the Lords and Comimons. 

In. Anſwer. whereto, he was told by the Court, 
That they had fully before conſidered of his Propoſal , and muſt 
give him the ſame Anſwet to his renewed deſires, and that 
ay, were ready to proceed to Sentence, if he had nothing more 
to ſay. 

Whereunto he ſubjoyned, He had no more to ſay ; but 
deſired that might be Entred which he had ſaid. 


Hereupon, after ſome Diſcourſe uſed by the Pre/e- 
dent, for vindicating the Parliaments Juſtice,explain- 
ing the Nature of the Crimes of which the Priſoner 
ſtood charged, and for which he was to be condemn- 
ed; and by way of Exhortation ts the Priſoner, to a 
ſerious Repentance for his highs Tranſgreſlions a- 
gainſ{t God and the People, and to prepare for his E- 
ternal Condttion ; 

The Sentence formerly agreed upon, and put down 
in Parchment-Writing , 0 Yes being firſt made for 
Stlence, was by the Courts Command, ſolemnly pro- 
riounced and given: the Tenor whereof followeth,

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STUART, being admitted King of England, and therein 
trufled with a limited Power, to govern by and according to the 
Law of the Land, and not otherwiſe ; and by his Truit, Oath 
and Office, being obliged to uſe the Power committed to him, for 
the Good and Benefit of the People, and for the preſervation of 
their Rights and Liberties ; Yet nevertheleſs, out of a wicked 
Deſign to erett and uphold in himſelf an Unlimited and Tyran- 
nical Power to rule according to his Will, and to overthrow the 
Rights and Liberties of the People, and to take away and make 
word the Foundations thereof, and of all Redreſs and Remedy 
of Miſgovernment, which by the Fundamental _—_— 
of this Kingdom were reſerved on the Peoples behalf, in the 
Kight and Power of frequent and ſucceſſeve Parliaments, or 
National Meetings in Councel, he, the ſaid CHARLES 
STUART, for accompliſhment of 'ſuch his Deſigns, and for the 
protefting of himſelf and his Adherents in his and their wicked 
Prattices, to the ſame End, hath trayterouſly and maliciouſly 
Levied War again# the preſent Parliament, and People there- 
in repreſented, as with the Circumſtances of Time and Place, 
is in the ſaid Charge more particularly ſet forth ; And that 
he hath thereby cauſed and procured many Thouſands of the 
free People of this Nation to be flain ; and by Diviſions, Par- 
ties and Inſurrefions within this Land, by Invaiſons from Fo- 
reign Parts, endeavoured and procured by him, and by many 
other evil ways and means, he the ſaid CHARLES STUART

from whom further Invaſtons upon this Land are threatned by 
his Procurement , and on his behalf ; And that all the ſaid 
wicked Deſigns , Wars and evil Prattices of him the ſaid 
CHARLES STUART, were ſtill carried on for the 
Advancement and Upholding of the Perſonal Intereﬆt of Will , 
Power and pretended Prerogative to himſelf and his Family, 
again the Publick Interest, Common Right, Liberty, Juſtice 
and Peace of the People of this Nation 3 And that ke thereb 
hath been and is the Occaſtoner, Author and Continuer o t 
ſaid unnatural, cruel and bloody Wars, and therein guilty of 
all the Treaſons, Murthers, Rapines, Burnings, Spulls, De- 
ſfolations, Dammage,ty Mil hief t this Nation, ated and com- 
mitted in the ſaid Wars, or occaſioned thereby : Whereupon 
the Proceedings and Judgment of this Court were prayed a- 
gain$ him, as a Tyrant, Traytor and Murtherer, and publick 
Enemy to the Commonwealth, as by the ſaid Charge more fully 
appeareth : To which Charge being read unto him as aforeſaid, 
He the ſaid CHARLES STUART mas required to 
give his Anſwer ; but he refuſed ſo to do.

Cning, Not — e being required to Anſwer, he hath been ſo

Treats. rity of the Court , and to the Higheſt Court, that

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pointed them to Try and Judge him : But being over- 
ruled im that, , and required to make his Anſwer, he 
was {till pleaſed to continue contumacious, and to re- 
fuſe to ſubmit to anſwer, 

Hereupon, the Court, that they might not be 
wanting to themſelves , nor the Truſt repoſed in 
them, nor that any mans Wilfulneſs prevent Juſtice, 
they have thought fit to take the Matter into their 
conſideration ; they have conſidered of the Charge, 
they have conſidered of the Contumacy , and of that 
Confeſſion which in Law doth ariſe upon that Contu- 
macy ; thev have likewiſe conſidered of the Notorie- 
ty of the Fact charged upon this Priſoner: And 
upon the whole Matter, they are reſolved, and are 
agreed upon a Sentence to be pronounced againſt this 
Priſoner.

You have offered it formerly, and you 
have ſtruck at the Root, that is, the Power and Su- 
pream Authority of the Commons of England ; which

the Kingdom, and the Liberty of the Subject, certain

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4 I ſhould have made 4 particular Defence for my ſelf ; for by 
that at leaftwiſe 'I might have delayed an ugly Sentence,which 
1 believe will paſs upon me. Therefore certainly, Sir, as a 
man that hath ſome underſtanding , ſome knowledge of the 
World, if that my true Zeal to my Countrey, had net overborn 
the care that I have for my own Preſervation , I ſhould have 
gone atother way to work than that I have done. Now, Sir, I 
conceive that an haſty Sentence once paſt, may ſooner be repent- 
ed of, than recalled : And truly, the ſelf ſame defire that I have 
for the Peace of the Kingdom, and the Liberty of the Subjett, 
more than my own particular Ends , makes me now at laſt de- 
fire, That I having ſomething to ſay that concerns 
both, before Sentence be given, that I may be heard 
in the Painted Chamber before the Lords and Commons. 
This Delay cannot be prejudicial unto you; whatſoever I ſay. 
If that I ſay no reaſon, thoſe that hear me muſt be Judges, 1 
cannot be Judge of that that I have. If it be Reaſon, and re- 
ally for the Welfare of the Kingdom, and the Liberty of the 
Subject, I am ſure on it, it is very well worth the fm - 
Therefore I do conjure you, as you love that that you pretend,

King. Pray excuſe Me, Sir, for my interruption, becauſe 
you miſtake Me. It is not a declining of it ; you do judge Me

| King. Not in this that I have ſaid. 

Bradſhaw. T underſtand you well, Sir ; but never- 
theleſs,that which you have offered, ſeems to be con- 
trary to that Saying of yours ; for the Court are rea- 
dy to give a Sentence. It 1s not as you ſay, That they 
will not hear their King ;, for they have been ready to 
hear You ; they have patiently waited Your plea- 
ſure for three Courts together, to hear what You 
would ſay to the Peoples Charge againſt You: To 
which You have not vouchſated to give any Anſwer 
at all. Sir, this tends to a further Delay. Truly,Sir, 
ſuch Delays as theſe, neither may the Kingdom nor 
Juſtice well bear. You have had three ſeveral days 
to have offered in this kind what You would have 
pleaſed. This Court is founded upon that Authority 
of the Commons of England, in whom reſts the Supream 
Juriſdiftion. That which You now tender, is to have 
another Juriſdiction, and a co-ordinate Juriſdiction. 
I know very well You expreſs Your ſelf , Sir, That 
notwithſtanding that you would offer to the Lords 
and Commons in the Painted Chamber, yet nevertheleſs 
You would proceed on here ; I did hear You ſay ſo. 
But, Sir, that You would offer there, whatever it is , 
muſt needs be in Delay of the Juſtice here; ſo as if 
this Court be retolved and prepared for the Sentence, 
this that You offer they are not bound to grant. But, 
Sir, According' to that You ſeem to deſire, and be- 
cauſe You ſhall know the further Pleaſure- of the 
Court upon that which You have moved, the Court 
will withdraw for a time. X 
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This he did to prevent the diſturbance of their 
Scene by one of their own Members,Col. 7obn Downes, 
who could not ſtifle the Relucance of his Conſci. 
ence, when he ſaw his Majeſty preſs ſo earneſtly for 
a ſhort Hearing ; but declaring himſelf unſatisfied, 
forced them to yteld to the King's Requeſt.

Sir, You ſhall know the Pleaſure of the 
Court preſently. 


The Court withdraws for half an hour int? the Court of

Serjeant at Arms. The Court gives Command that 
the Priſoner be withdrawn ; and they give Order for 
his Return again. 


Then withdrawing into the Chamber of the Court 0

They have conſidered of what you have mo- 
ved, and have conſidered of their own Authority, 
which 1s !ounded , as hath been often ſaid, upon the 
Supream Authority of the Commons of England Afſem- 
bled in Parliament: The Court acts accordingly to 
their Commiſſion, Sir, The Return TI have to you 
from the Court 1s this, That they have been too 
much delayed by you already, and this that you now 
offer, hath occaſioned ſome little further Delay ; and 
they are Judges appointed by the higheſt Authority, 
and Judges are no more to delay, than they are to 
deny Juſtice : They are good Words in the Great Old 
Charter of England, Nulli negabimus, nulli vendemus, nulli 
deferemus 7uſtitiam: There muſt be no Delay. But 
the trath 1s, Sir, and ſo every man here obſerves it, 
that you have much delayed them in your Contempt 
and Default, for which they might long ſince have 
proceeded to Judgment againſt you ; and notwith- 
ſtanding what you have oftered, they are reſolved to 
proceed to Sentence and to Judgment, and that is 
their unanimous Reſolution, 

King. Sir, I know it is in vain for me to diſpute ;, Tam no 
Sceptick for to my the Power that you have ; I know that you 
have Power enough. Sir, I mu$t confeſs, 1 think it would 
have been for the Kingdoms Peace, if you would have taken 
the pains to have hen the ug we of your Power. 

For this Delay that I Dave deſired, I _— it is a Delay; 
but it is a Delay very important for the Peace of the King- 
dom: For it is not My Perſon that I Ioook at alone, it is the 
Kingdoms Welfare, and the Kingdoms Peace. 

It is an old Sentence, That we ſhould think on long 
before we,reſolye of great Matters fuddenly. There- 
fore, Sir, 1d» ſay again , that 1 do put at your doors all the 
inconveniency of a haſty Sentence. I oſs I have been here 
now, I think, this Week , this day eight days mas the day [ 
came here fir ; but a little Dela - a Day or two Si 
may give Peace, wherew a haſty Fudgment may bring on that 
trouble and perpetual inconvemtency to the Kingdom, that the 
Child that is unborn may repent it. And therefore again, out 

the Daty I owe to God and to My Countrey, I do defrre that 

may be heard by the Lords and Commons in the Painted 
Chamber, 
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Chamber , or any other Chamber that you will appoint 
Me. 

Bradſhaw. You have been already anſwered to what 
you even now moved, being the ſame you moved be- 
tore, ſince the Reſolution and the Judgment of the 
Courtinit; And the Court now requires to know 
whether you have any more to ſay for your ſelf than 
you have ſaid, before they proceed to Sentence. 

King. I ſay this, Sir, That if you hear Me, if you will 
give Me but this Delay, I doubt not. but I ſhall give ſome" ſa- 
risfattion to you all here , and to my People after that ; and 
therefore I do require you, as you will Jy wa it at the dread- 
ful Day of Judgment, that you will coaftder it once again. 

Bradſhaw. Sir , I have received Direction from the 
Court. 

King. Well, Sir. 

Bradſhaw. If this muſt be re-inforced, or any thing 
of this nature, your Anſwer muſt be the ſame ; and 
they will proceed to Sentence, if you have nothing 
more to ſay. 

King. I have nothing more to ſay ; but T ſhall deſire that 
this may be entred what I have ſaid. 

Bradſhaw. The Court then, Sir, hath ſomething to 
ſay unto you, which although I know it will be ve- 
ry unacceptable, yet notwithſtanding they are wil- 
ling and are reſolved to diſcharge their Duty. 


Then Bradſhaw went on in a long Harangue, endea- 
vouring to juſtifie their Proceedings , miſapplying 
Law and Hiſtory, and raking up and wreſting what- 
ſoever he thought fit for his purpoſe, alledging the 
Examples of former Treaſons and Rebellions, both 
at home and abroad, as authentick Proofs ; and con- 
cluding, that the King was a Tyrant, Traytor, Murthe- 
rer, and Publick Enemy to the Commonwealth of Eng- 
land.

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His Majeſty having with his wonted Patience heard 
all theſe Reproaches, anſwered, 


I zould defire only one Ward before you give Sentence, and 
that is, That you would hear Me concerning thoſe great impu- 
tations that you have laid to My Charge. 

Bradſhaw. Sir, You muſt give me now leave to g0 
on ; for Iam not far from your Sentence, and your 
time is now paſt, | 

King. But I ſhall deffre you will hear Me a few Words 
to you ; for, truly, whatever Sentefice you will put upon Me, 
in reſpect of theſe heavy imputations that I ſee by your fpeech 
you have put upon Me. Sir, it is very true that-—- 

Bradſhaw. Sir, T ovaſt put you in mind : Traly, Sir, 
I would not willingly, at this time eſpecially, inter- 
rupt you in any thing you have to ſay that is pro 
for us to admit of ; But, Sir, You haue not owned us 
as a Court, and you look upon us as a ſort of People 
met together, and we know what Language we -re- 
ceive from your Party. 

King. I know nothing of that. 

Bradſhaw. You difavow us as a Court, and there- 
fore for you to addreſs your ſelf to us, not to acknow- 
ledge us as a Court to judge of what you ſay, it is not 
to be permitted. And the truth is, all along from 
the firſt time you were pleaſed to diſavow and diſ- 
own us, the Court needed not to have heard you one 
word ; for unleſs they be acknowledged a Court , 
and engaged, it is not proper for you to ſpeak. Sir, 
we have given you too much liberty already, and ad- 
mitted of too much Delay, and we may not admit of 
any further. Were it _ for us to do, we ſhould 
hear you freely, and we not have declined to 
have heard you at large, what you could have ſaid 


or proved on your behalf, whether for totally excu- + 


ſing, or for in part excuſing thoſe great and heinous 
Charges that in whole or in part are laid upon you. 
But, Sir, I (hall trouble you no longer ; your Sins 
are of ſo large a dimenſion , that if you do but ſeri- 


oully think of them, they will drive you to a ſad 
Dd con- 
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conſideration,and they may improve in you a ſad and 
{erious Repentance. And that the Court -doth hear- 
tily wiſh, that you may be ſo penitent for what you 
have done amiſs, that God may have Mercy at leaſt- 
wile upon your better Truly, Sir, for the other, 
it is. our Parts and Duties to do that that that the 
Law preſcribes. We are not here 7us dare, but 7us 
dicere: We cannot be unmindful of what the Scrip- 
ture tells us ; For to acquit the Guilty, is of equal abomina- 
tion as to condemn the Innocent. We may not acquit the 
Guilty. What Sentence the Law affirms to a 7raytor, 
Tyrant, a Murtherer, and a Publick Enemy to the Country, 
that Sentence you are now to hear read unto you ; 
and that is the Sentence of the Court. 

Make an 0 Yes, and command Silence while the 
Sentence 1s read. 


Which done, their Clerk, Broughton, read the Sen- 
fence, drawn up in Parchment. 


Whereas the Commons of England in Parliament, had 
apprinted them an High Court of Juſtice for the Trial of 
CHARLES STUART, King of England, before 
whom he had been three times convented, and at the firit time 
a Charge of High Treaſon, and other Crimes and Miſc 
demeanors , was read in the behalf of the Kingdom of 
England,

* Which Charge being read anto him as aforeſaid, he the ſaid 
CHARLES STUART , was required to give his An- 
ſwer; but he refuſed ſo to ds :

For all which Treaſons and Crimes, this Couxt doth ad- 
judge, That he the ſaid CHARLES STUART, as a

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Which being read, Brad/haw added, 

The Sentence naw Read and Publiſhed, is the Af, Sen- 
tence, Judgment and Reſolution of the whole Court. 

To which they all expreſſed their Aſ/ſent by ſtand- 
ing up, as was before Agreed and Ordered. 

His Majeſty then ſaid,

Sir , You are not to be heard after the 
Sentence. | 

King. No, Sir? f 

Bradſhaw. No, Sir ; by your Favour, Sir. 

Guard, Withdraw your Priſoner. 

I may ſpeak after Sentence, by your favour, Sir, 
I may ſpeak after Sentence, ever, 

By your fawour, hold : the Sentence, Sir, «== Þ ſay, Sir, 
I do---- 

I am not ſuffered to ſpeak 3 expett what Juſtice other Peo- 
ple will have. | 

His Majeſty being taken away by the Guard, as he 
paſſed down the Stairs, the inſfolent Soldjers ſcoffed 
at him, caſting the ſmoke of their Tobacco ( a thing 
very diſtaſtful unto him ) 1n his Face, and throw'1 
their Pipes in his way ; And one more inſglent-than 
the reſt, ſpitting in his Face, his Majeſty, according 
to his wonted Heroick Patience, took no more notice 
of ſo ſtrange and barbarous an Indignity , than to 
wipe it off with his Handkerchief. 

As he paſled along, hearing the Rabble of Soldiers, 
crying out, 7uſtice, Juſtice ; he ſaid, 

Poor Souls, for a piece of Money they wauld do ſo for their 
Commanders. 

Being brought firſt to Sir Robert Cotton's, and thence 
to Whitehall, the Soldiers continued tneir brutiſh Car- 
riage toward him, abuſing all that ſeemed to ſhew 
any reſpe&, or even Pity to him ; not ſuffering him 
to reſt in his Chamber, but thruſting in, and ſmoking 
their Tobacco, and diſturbing his Privacy. 

But through all theſe Tryals (unuſual to Princes) 
he paſſed with ſuch acalm and even Temper, that he 
let fall nothing unbeſeeming his former Majeſty and

T T 15S Children being come to mect Him, He 
firſt gave His to the Lady Elzabeth ; 
and bede her remember to cell her Brother 7ames , 
whenever ſhe ſhould fee him, that it was his Fathers 
laſt DeGre, that he ſhould no more look upon Charles 
as his Eldeſt Brother only, but be obedient unto hum 
as his Sovereign : And that they ſhould love one ano- 
ther, and forgivetheir Father's Enemies. Then 14d 
the King to her, Sweet-Heart, Tov will forget this. No, 
faid ſhe, 1/hall never farget it whilit 1hye ; awd pouring 
forth abundance of Tears, promiſed Him to write 
doxwn the Particulars. 


Ee Then 
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Then the King taking the D. of Glouceſter upon His 
Knee, ſaid, Sweet- Heart, Now they will cut off thy Fathers 
Head ( upon which Words, the Child looked very 
ſtedfaſtly upon Him ) Mark, Child, what I ſay ; They 
will cut of My Head, and perhaps make Thee a King : But 
mark what I ſay, You mu$t not be a King ſo long as Your Bro- 
thers Charles and James do live ; for they will cut off Your 
Brothers Heads (when they can catch them) and cut off Thy 
Head too at la$ ; and therefore 1 charge You, do not be made a 
King by them. At which, the Child ſighing, ſaid, I will 
be torn in pieces fr. Which falling 1o unexpectedly 
from one ſo young, it made the King rejoyce exceed- 


ingly.

- Another Relation from the Lady Elizabeths own Hand. 


Hat the King ſaid to Me the 29th. of 
Fanuary 1648. Being the laſt time I had 
the happineſs to ſee Him, He told Me, He was 
glad I was come; and although He had not time to 
ſay much, yet ſomewhat He had to ſay to me, which 
He had not to another, or leave in Writing, becauſe 
He feared their Cruelty was ſuch, as that they would 
not have permitted Him to write to me. He wiſhed 
me not to grieve and torment my {ſelf for Him, for 
that would be a Glhoricus Death that He ſhould die, it 
being for the Laws and Liberties of this Land, and 
for maintainivg the True Proteſtant Religion. He bid 
me read Biſhop Andrewss Sermons, Hooker's Ecccleſia- 
ſtical Polity, and Biſhop Laud's Book againſt Fiſher ; 
which would ground me againſt Popery. He told me, 
He had forgiven all his Enemies, and hoped God 
would forgive them alſo; and commanded us, and 
all the reſi of my Brothers and Siſters to forgive 
them. He bid me tell my Mother, that His Thoughts 
had never ſtrayed from her, and that His Love ſhould 
be the fame to the laſt. Withal He commanded me 
and my Brother to be obedient to Her, and bid me 
. ſend 
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ſend His Bleſling to the reſt of my Brothers and Si- 
ſters, with Commendation to all His Friends. 


So after He had given me His Bleſſing, I took my Leave. 


Further, He commanded us all to forgive thoſe 
People, but never to truſt them, for they had been 
molt falſe to Him, and to thoſe that gave them Pow- 
er ; and He feared alſo to their own Souls : And de- 
ſired me not to grieve for Him, for he ſhould die a 
Martyr ; and that He doubted not but the Lord would 
ſettle His Throne upon His Son, and that we ſhould 
be all happier than we could have expected to have 
been if he had lived. With many other things,which 
at preſent I cannot remember. 


IIL 
Another Relation from the Lady Elizabeth. 


HE. King ſaid to the Duke of Glouceſter, That 

he would ſay nothing to him but what was for 

the good of his Soul. - He told him, that he heard 

the Army intended to make him King ; but it was a 

thing not for him to take upon him, if he regarded 

the Welfare of his Soul, for he had two Brothers be- 

fore him ; and therefore commanded him upon his 

Bleſſing never to accept of 'it, unleſs it redounded 

lawfully upon him ; and commanded him to fear the 
Lord, and he would provide for him.

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Mr. Phelpes makes as ſhort Work of this part of ihe 
Narrative, as bis Infamous Maſters had done of 
their Pretended 'Tryal of this Illuſtrious Inno- 
cent; and therefore to ſupply that Defef#, take 
the following Account of the Concluſion of this 
Diſmal Tragedy. 


Tueſday, the Thirtieth of January, the Fatal Day, 
being come , the Commiſſioners met, and Ordered 
four or five of their Miniſters to attend upon the 
King at St. Zames's, where they then kept him ; but 
his Majeſty well knowing what miſerable Comfor- 
ters they were like to prove, refuſed to have Confe- 
rence with them. 

That Morning , before his Majeſty was brought 
thence, the Biſhop of London ( who with much ado 
was permitted to wait upon him a day or two before, 
and to afliſt him in that ſad Inſtant) read Divine Ser- 
vice in his Preſence ; in which the 27th. of St. Matt. 
( the Hiſtory of our Saviours Crucifixion ) proved 


the Second Leſſon. The King ſuppoſing it to have 


been ſeleted on purpoſe, thank'd him afterwards for 


his ſeaſonable Choice: But the Biſhop modeſtly 
declining that, undue Thanks, told him that it was 
the Fer appointed by the Calendar for that day, He 
alſo'then and there received of the Biſhop the Holy 
Sacrament, and performed all his Devotions in prepa- 
ration to his Paſſion. 

Which ended, about Ten of the Clock his Majeſty 
was brought from St. James's to White-Hall, by a Re- 
giment of Foot, with Colours flying and Drums 
beating,part marching before, and part behind, with 
a private Guard of Partiſans about him, the Biſhop 
on the one hand, and Col. Tomlinſon ( who had the 
Oh e of him ) on the other, both bare-headed, his 

befty walking very faſt, and bidding them go fa- 
er, added , 


That, he now went before them to firive for an Heavenly 
Crown,

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Crown, with { ſolicituds than he had often encouraged his 
Soldiers to fight for an Earthly Diadem. 

Being come to the end of the Park, he went up the 
Stairs leading to the Long Gallery in White-Hall,8 1o in- 
to the Cabinet-Chamber,where he us'd formerly to lodge. 
There finding an unexpected Delay in being brought 
upon the old, which they had not as then fitted, 
he paſt the time, at convenient Diſtances, in Prayer. 

About Twelve of the Clock, his Majeſty refuſing 
to Dine, , only eat a Bit of Bread, and drank a: Glaſs 
of Claret ; and about an hour after, Col. Hacker, with 
other Officers and Soldiers, brought him, with the 
Biſhop and Col. Tomlinſon, through the Banguetting- 
Houſe to the Scaffold, to which, the Paſſage was xa. 4 
 Diyers Companies of Foot and Troops of Horſe 
were placed on each ſide of the Street, which hindred 
the Approach of the very numerous Spectators, and 


— 


the King from ſpeaking what he had' premeditated, 


and prepared for them to hear. 
Whereupon , his Majeſty finding himſelf diſap- 
inted, omitted much of his intended Matter ; and 
Þe what he meant to ſpeak, directed himſelf chiefly 
to Col. Tomlinſon. 


I ſhall be very little heard of any body here ; I ſhall therefore 


ſpeak a Word unto you here. 

Indeed I could hold my peace very well, if I did not think 
that holding my peace would make ſome men think that I did 
ſubmit to the Guilt as well as to the Puniſhment : But I think 
it is my Duty, to God firſt, and to bo Country, for to clear my 
ſelf both as an honeſt Man, a good King, a good Chri- 


ſtian. 
I ſhall begin firſt with my Innocence, 


In troth, I think it not very needful for me to inſiſt long upon 
this ; for all the World knows that I never did begin a War 
firſt with the Two Houſes of Parliament, and I call God 
to witneſs, to whom I mu$t ſhortly make an Account , that 1 
never did intend for to encroach upon their Priviledges ; they 

Gg began 
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began upon me ; it is the Militia they began upon ; they con- 
fe that the Militia was mine, but they thought it fit for to 
have it from me. And to be ſhort, if any body will look to the 
Dates of Commiſſtons, of their Commuſſtons and mine, and lke- 
wiſe to the Declarations, they will ſee clearly that they began 
theſe unhappy Troubles, not I. So that as to the guilt of theſe 
enormous Crimes that are laid againſt me, I hope in God that 
God will clear me of it. JT will not ( I am in Charity) God 
forbid that I fhou it on the Two Houſes of Parlia- 
ment ; there is no neceſſity of either : I hope they are free of 
this Guilt. For I do believe that ill Inftruments between them 
an me have been the chief co of all this —_—: So 
that by way of ſheaking, as I elf clear of this, I bope 
and 4 elk; erty foo. Vt ji all __ God ts 
that I ſhould be ſo ill a Chriftian as not to ſay that God's Judg-

His Blood was taken up by divers Perſons for dit- 
ferent ends: By ſome as trophies of their Villany, by 
others as Reliques of a Martyr ; and in ſome hath 
had the ſame effect by the Blefling of God, which was 
often found in his Sacred Touch when living. 

The Malice of his Enemies ended not with his 
Life : For when his Body was carried to St. James's 
to be opened, they directed their Empiricks to ſearch 
for ſuch Symptoms as might diſgrace his Perſon or 
his Poſterity ; but herein they were prevented by 
an honeſt Intruder, who gave a true account of his 
Sound and Excellent Temparament.

| Being imbalmed and laid in a Coffin of Lead, to be 

ſeen for ſome dayes by the People, at length upon 
Wedneſday the ſeventeenth of February, it was delt- 
vered to four of His ſervants, Herbert, Mildmay, Preſ- 
ton and Joyner, who with ſome others in mourning 
Equipage attended the Herſe that night to Windſor, 
and placed it in the Room which was formerly the 
Kings Bed-Chamber. 


Next day it was removed into the Deans Hall, 
which was hung with black and made dark, and 
Lights were ſet burning round the Herſe. About 
three Afternoon the Duke of Richmond, the Marqueſs 
of a the Earls of Southampton and Lindſey, and 
the Biſhop of London,(others that were ſent,to refuſ 
that laſt ſervice to the beſt of Princes ) came thither 
with . two Votes paſſed that morning , where- 
by the ordering of the Kings Burial was com- 
mitted to theDuke,provided that theExpences there- 
of exceeded not Five Hundred Pound. ThisOrder they 
ſhewed to Colonel Whichcot the Governour of the Cal. 
tle deſiring the interment might be in St. George's 
Chappel, and according to the Form of the Common- 
Prayer: I he latter Requeſt the Governour denied, ſay- 
ing that it was improbable the Parliament would 
permit the uſe of what they had ſo ſolemnly aboliſh- 
ed, and therein deſtroy their own Act. 

The Lords replied. 

That there was a difference betwixt deſtroying 
their own Act, and diſpenſing with it, and that no 
power ſo binds its own hands, as to diſable it ſelf in 
{ome caſes. But all prevailed not. 


The Governour had cauſed an ordinary Grave to 
be digged in the Body of the Church of Windſor for the 
interment of the Corps ; which the Lords diſdain- 
ing found means by the direction of an Honeſt 
Man, one of the old Knights, to uſe an Artifice 
to diſcover a Vault in the middle of the Quire , 
by the hollow ſound they might perceive in 
knocking with a ſtaffupon that place ; that fo it 


might 
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might ſeem to be their own accidental finding out, 
and no perſon receive blame for the diſcovery. This 
place they cauſed to be opened, and entring ſaw one 
large Coftin of Lead in the middle of the Vault cove- 
red with a Velvet Pall, and a lefler on one fide ( ſap- 
poſed to be Henry the eighth, and his beloved Queen 
Zane Saint-Maure ) on the other {ide was room lett tor 
another (probably intended for Queen Katherine Parre, 
who ſurvived him ) where they thought fit to lay the 
finer the Herſe was born by the Officers of the 
Garriſon, the four Lords bearing up the Corners of 
the Velvet Pall, and the Biſhop of London following. 
And in this manner was this great King, upon Fryday 
the ninth of February, about three, afternoon, Silently 
and without other Solemnity then of ſighs and tears, 
committed to the Earth,the Velvet Pall being thrown 
into the vault over the Coffin, to which was faſtned 
an Inſcription in Lead of theſe Words,

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THE CONCLUSION. 


Hus fell the moſt Glorious Monarch, and moſt 

_ . Admurable Monarchy of the whole Univerſe. 
By theſe Hands were the Manacles of Slavery, and 
the Yoke of the moſt Arbitrary Servitude put upon 
the Neck and Hands of the Engl;h Nation j and the 
ſame Blow which ſevered that Royal Head and Bo- 
dy, cut the very Nerves and Ligaments of the Engli/h 
Liberty ; and even thoſe men who begun that dete- 
ſtable Rebellion, upon the moſt Solemn Pretences of 
freeing the Nation from the imminent Dangers of 
Popery and Arbitrary Power, erected the moſt un- 
bounded Tyranny, and gave the greateſt Advantages 
to Popery, and the moſt mortal Wound to the Reform- 
ed Catholick Religion, that ever it received ſince Rome 
firſt left us, becauſe we left her unwarrantable, un- 
ſound and unprimitive PraCtices and Do&rines, ſome 
of which have ſuch a Treaſonable Conformity with 
thoſe of our bloody Regicides, as if there were no- 
thing elſe were ſufficient to excuſe the Church of 
Englands Departure from Kome, from the imputation 
of Schiſm. Theſe were the men, who to amuſe the 
People, and animate them to Rebellion, made ſuch 
horrid Exclamations againſt Prieſts and Jeſuits, and 
yet themſelves Afed what the very worſt men of 
thoſe Orders had ever written ; who reduced thoſe 
Fatal DoCdtrines of the Lawfulneſs of Refifting, -even 
by Armed Force ; of Depoſing and Murdering Crowned 
Heads; from the dull Theory whereof they ſo cla- 
morouſly accuſed the Papifts into the execrable A# 
and Prattice ; theſe were the glorious Founders, Pro- 
moters and Encouragers of the Separation, who ſcorn- 
ing the little Villanies of a Clement, or a Rawailac, or 
the more ſecret Methods of murdering Princes, made 
the very Sun bluſh to behold their Triumphant and 
Daring Wickedneſs ; being reſolved to eternize them- 
ſelves for the moſt Renowned Villains, by ſurpaſ- 
ſing all that ever went before them ; and to outdo 
even 


—  - 
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even Cafus and ingrateful Brutus with the i 
three and twenty Daggers of the Rowan Senators, who 
to recover their Commongazealth-Libexty, murdered Ceſar, 
by ſolemnly murdering a moſt Lawful Sovereign ; 
whereas the others, wretchedly enough; took away 
only the Life of a bold Uſurper. 


Theſe ate the Principles which lead men infenſi. 
bly from Conſcientious Diſobedience, ts a Rebellious 
Conſcience ; and by the falſe Pretences of Religious 
Zeal, to commit fuch [mpieties as modeft Heathens, riay 
even ſome Atheiſts would bliifh at, and be afhained 
to be guilty of. 


Nor is it for one tranſient Act that we accuſe them, 
but it is the eternal inſeparable Miſchiefs and Conſe- 
quences of theſe Principles of Separition which we 
are for ever to dread ; for affoorn the Ocean quit 
its treacherous inſtability, and forget to Rage and 
Foam, and overthrow all its Banks upon the Sum- 
mons of every impetuous Tempeſt, as theſe Turbu- 
lent Principles ceaſe to be dangerous to the Peace and 
Repoſe of Mankind, or the ſafety of Government. 
Aﬀoon , nay ſooner ſhall we ſee Lyons and T 1 
Wolves and Panthers become as tame, harmlefs and 
ſerviceable as our domeſtick Animals, as ſee their 
ſavage Principles permit thole who come to bebe- 
witched with them,continueto belnmocent longer then 
they are Impotent : For Rebelhon with its portentous 
Retinue, is as naturally included in Separation as Firg 
in a Flant, and though it may fleepthere fo as to de- 
ceive the Ignorant, who never beleryethere is fire but 
when their fingers are burnt, *t will wayes be ready 
upon the Summons of Steel to ſhew it {ſelf ; and the 
TanderConſcience of Diffenters 1s as obedient as Gun- 
powder, to catch every Spark of Rebellion that falls 
anto it, -and improve it intd a Combuſtion and Con- 
Aagration both of Church and State. 


Now though Sovereign Princes have the greateft 
Stake in this World, their Crowns and Scepters, their 


K k Dignity, 
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Dignity, Lives and Honour, all which are mani- 
feſtly in hazzard,where theſe Principles prevail ; and 
therefore it would be a fooliſh, preſumption to think 
they do not know their own Intereſt, and moſt in- 
ſufferable Arrogance and Vanity to pretend to in- 
form and inſtru them ; yet ſince they can never 


- ſuffer alone,and that Private perſons of all Ranks, De- 


grees and Qualities, have Lifte,Liberty and Eſtates, 
which if their Poſſeſlors be Loyal, cannot avoid run- 
ning the ſame courſe with the fortune of their 
Prince : Nay even thoſe who propoſe to themſelves 
the greateſt advantages in Rebellion, ſhould it prove 
ſucceſsful, in theConcluſion are like to be the greateſt 
Loſers , the gains which they ſhall make by ſuch 
Godlineſs, being the loſs'of their Souls and Bodies, 
Heaven and Eternal Happineſs: Certainly tis the 
Trae intereſt of all Engh/h-Men, even for their own 
ſecurity and preſervation, to endeavour to ſuppreſs 
the further gromed and progreſs of their pernicious 
Principles of Separation. 


Nor 1s it leſs the intereſt of the Difſenters them- 
ſelves, to abandon thoſe Diſloyal and Ruinous Do- 
Arines, Practices and Opinions, which are ſo de- 
ſtructive of the Peace, Happineſs and Proſperity of 


'this Nation ; and: by a timely repentance. to attone 


Heaven for the former Guilt,and moſt eſpecially that 
of the Blood of this Royal Martyr, which as it evident- 
Iy lies at their Door, 1o it cryes aloud in the Ears of 
the Almighty Avenger of Blood for Vengance ; and 
let them be aſſured, that though hand joyn in hand, 
it ſhall not go unpuniſhed,if they continue obſtinately 
impenitent. . Nay their Confederacies and Common 
Union againſt the King and the Church,w1l be their 
ruine,. and their Aſoctating themlelves in the Cloſeſt 
Conſpiracies;will be but-the Prologue to their-puniſh- 
ment, and then that they-may be broken an pieces: 
and truly if they were not infatuated to deſtruction, 
they could not but ſee the Miraculouſly Viſible 


effes of Providence in the wonderous repeated Pre- 
| « ſer- 
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ſervation of his Maj eſtyes Sacred. Perſon,;this Church 
and Monarchy from ſo many attempts,: and Traite- 
rous Enterprizes of all their implacable Enemies : 
And if they do lee all this, and will notwithſtanding 
Run upon their. own deſtruqion; and the _yery 
mouth of Hell charged with Damnation, ſuch de- 
ſperate Rage, as it renders them more formidable, ſo 
ought it to render all honeſt Loyal Perſons more vi- 
gilant and cautious againſt them; and to inſpire them 
with the {ame,but moreNobleZeal to ſave theirCoun- 
try from Ruine, with which their Enemies are ani- 
mated to ſeek its Deſtruction ; and though Charity for 
them, commands us to pity them, yet that true Cha- 
rity which begins at home, does at the ſame time.ob- 
lige us to preſerve our ſelves, as we would do from 
Wolves and Tygers, and other Furious Beaſts of Prey, 
who are ready to devour us.
